County of Wexford, “I AN INQUISITION lield at Newtown Barry, at Church 
to wit. jSchool'hotise, on the 20th of June 1831, before Richard 
Ilusan, Esquire, Coroner of said county, on the bodies of William Rogan, 
late of Killranick, in the county of Carlow, farmer ; and that of Thomas Waters, 
late of Barnehaslc, in said county of Carlow ; Patrick Leary Raghuard, in the 
county of M'^exford, farmer; Andrew M'Daniel of Ballinapark, in the county of 
Wexford; James Neale, labourer, of Graigmore, county of Wexford; James 
Doyle, of Balliphilip, county of Wexford, farmer; Michael Doyle, Thomas Butler, 
Mary Mulroony, Philip Redmond, Miles Dillon. 



EviDENClil. 

First Deponent, Loughlin Dillon, sub-constable of police, stationed at Kiltealy, 
county Wexford, sworn : Saitli he recollects Saturday last past, June 18, 1831, 
on which day deponent attended with a party of police, at the pound of Newtown 
Barry: Saith he was stationed to keep off a crowd of persons who had been 
collected there for the occasion of tithe composition : Saith that said persons 
jussumed tlie appearance of external violence and hostility by tlircatening to 
disarm deponent and his party : Saith that soon afterwards stones were thrown by 
the crowd so collected : Saith that deponent perceived a man from behind the 
road ditch level a small fuzee or carabine and discharged the same, immediately 
after which he perceived a yeoman fall, whose name he has since been informed 
was William Rogan, the deceased: Saith he distinctly perceived the smoke 
arising from the discharge of said firelock, and tliat immediately afterwards 
depon'ent saw the said person fall back as if he also had been killed or wounded 
by some other person ; the firing having by that time become general : Saith that 
no shots whatever were fired cither on the part of the police or yeomanry, until 
several stones were discharged against them on the part of the crowd so collected : 
Saith lie was not personally acquainted with the deceased William Rogan ; but 
deponent has this day seen his body, and identifies it to be that of the yeornan 
who fell on the road on said day, viz. Saturday last, the i8lh June neither 

was this deponent personally acquainted with the person who fired said shot from

Second Deponent, Thomas DeUuty, of Newtown Barry, in the county of Wex- 
ford, painter and glazier, being duly sworn : Saith that on Saturday last, June the 
1 8th, 1 831» he being one of a large concourse of persons assembled near the pound 
gate of Newtown Barry, where poliee and yeomanry were assembled; that 
shortly afterwards he heard a shot from among the crowd before any discharge 
had been made on the part of the police or yeomanry : Saith that deponent 
believes a yeoman or policeman would have endangered his lite by being among 
the crowd in the quarter whence the shot was discharged. ^

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Question from the Court Does deponent swear that a yeoman or policeman 
mio-ht not have been where the smoke arose ? — Answer as above. 

Thomas Ddany. 

'I ruly read by me. 

Court adjourned this day, viz. the 20th of June 1831, at the liour of five 
o’clock, to the hour of half-past nine on the following niorning ; at which day 
and hour the Court having met, proceeded with its proper investigation. 

Third deponent, Thomas JTchb, a sub-constable of police, being duly sworn, 
statas, That he, on the 18th of June 1831, being stationed between the pound 
and the town, saw a man level a piece from behind a ditch, on which lie imme- 
diately called to his comrade Laurence King, and pulled him out of the way, 
saying he would be shot. Immediately afterwards heard a sliot from the said 
firelock, as above-mentioned ; and. on turning round saw a yeoman on the ground, 
with blood flowing from his head. He believes that the yeoman’s death was 
caused by the discharge of the said shot from beiiiml the ditch. 

Thomas JVcbh.

Serjeant Laurence King, the fourth deponent, being duly sworn : Saith, that on 
Saturday last the 1 8th inst. being stationed near the pound of Newtown Barry, he 
saw numerous stones thrown among the crowd ; heard them cry out, “ Boys, 
Gmige laws, and no tithes.” That his comrade, Thomas Webb, pulled him round, 
crying out, “ King, you will be shot;” upon which deponent turned round and 
saw a man behind a ditch level a firelock, and instantly discharge the same, upon 
which the yeoman fell to the ground on his face: Saith that the yeoman’s death 
was caused by the said shot : Saith no shots were fired until after numerous stones 
were thrown ; the yeomanry on that occasion were under the command of 
Captain Graham, and the police under that of Captain King. Heard Captain 
Graham remonstrate with tlie crowd, telling that tlio armed force ^vcre loaded 
with hall cartridge, and to be quiet and throw no stones ; iqum which the cattle, 
in charge of the police, were conducted iu the direction of the town, stones flying 
in all directions ; firing then commenced above the police. 

Cross-examined ; — Saith the first firing was not by the police ; the yeomanry 
and the people were after the police. The firing came from that ejuarter, but 
cannot tell whether from the yeomen or the people. This firing took place before 
the yeoman fell. The police were about 37 in number, and a part of three corps 
of yeomanry. Thinks there were upwards of lOO yeomen. Saith that Captain 
King was not where the firing commenced; cannot say whether Captain Graham 
was there or not. Eurther states that the police fired on that day in the air. 

Laurence King. 

William Kilfoyle, serjeant of ])olice, being duly sworn: Saith, that Saturday 
last he was stationed at the pound with the other police. There was a large 
concourse of people ; a great many of them had large sticks in their hands and were 
shouting. Told Captain Graham, who desired them to go home quietly, that they 
were well prepared for him, and had as good fire-arms as his. That he saw a 
man, who appeared to be the leader, leap through a stick, and this was the man 
that he heard say they had fire-arms. Thinks the man was in liquor. Shortly 
after he saw stones thrown at the yeomen, several caps knocked off, and two 
yeornen knocked down ; stones rattling amongst the bayonets when the firing was 
ceasing. Saw a countryman run across the field towards the grove with a short 
gun in his hand. 

Cross examined : — Saith he saw no fire-arms with the crowd but the individual 
before mentioned. 

To a question from a Juror: — Did the first shot proceed from the yeomen 
or the mob? — A. To the best of his belief from the mob. 

By the Solicitor Saith, that to the best of his knowledge he was about 18 
or 20 yards from where he saw the smoke; and there were about 100 persons 
between him and where he saw the smoke : Saith that the man who leaped through 
the suck cried out, “ We are the Graige fellows,” which was repeated by many of

the mob, and to come on. There were a great number of shots fired on that 
day. 

William Kilfoyle. 

Lorenzo Nh'071 Nunne, Esq., of Enniscorthy, being duly sworn: Saith that 
on last Saturday, .Tune i 8 th, 1831 , he was given the command of the Enniscorthy 
Infantry, and in compliance with Captain Graham’s directions previously to 
leaving Captain Graham’s yard, ordered that corps to load with ball cartridge; 
then ordered them to march from out of that yard ; the other yeomanry officers 
commanding their corps gave similar instructions to their men outside the gate of 
Captain Graham’s yard ; we formed into line ; deponent, at the head of the Ennis- 
corthy Infantry, proceeded, being followed by the other corps in the direction of 
Newtown Parry pound ; when we arrived there we received orders to halt, with 
which we complied, and were there drawn up opposite the police, who were also 
drawn up, as he thinks, in columns ; no sooner had we arrived there than we were 
surrounded by numerous bodies of the peasantry who crowded on our men, 
making use of several threatening expressions ; found that some of them had got 
into argument with several of the corps to which deponent belonged ; immediately 
went up in front of his corps, cautioned the men to be steady, and on no account 
to leave their ranks ; there was one man in particular, a countryman, who had 
entered into a dispute with a man of deponent’s corps, of the name of Toler; 
heard this countryman tell Toler that he had just as good a right there as he had ; 
went up to the countryman, upon hearing this, and told him he was perfectly 
right in what he stated, that so long as he conducted himself peaceably he had 
every right to remain there ; that they were merely called upon by the civil autho- 
rities to preserve peace and quietness, and that so far as deponent was concerned 
deponent would not allow any individual to be insulted by any of the yeomen. 
The man walked away ; deponent resumed his place at the head of his men, where, 
very shortly after, he came up to deponent again, making use of the following 
precise works, “ Mr. Nunne never fear, you shall not be hurt, but there will be 
bloody work here to-day, and, by God,” said lie, pointing to Toler with a large 
stick, “ I will mark you my man, with the swivel eyes.” J ust then Captain Gra- 
ham rode up opposite to the pound, and proceeded to exhort the people to dis- 
perse, telling tlicm that every musket there was loaded with ball cartridge. 
Several of the mob then cried out “ Damn your old rusty pieces, they arc loaded 
with blind cartridge, and could do us no hurt.” Others cried out “ Damn them, 
rush on them, and take their arms from them,” or words to that effect. Captain 
Graham then said something about reading the Riot Act, when a man, whom de- 
ponent observed very prominent in the business, shouted out “ Damn you and 
your Riot Act, turn out the cattle, and we will give you mail-coach law. Tliey 
very shortly after were drawn out, followed by the police driving them. 
Deponent followed next the police with his corps, which was^ formed into 
a section, as were the other corps ; the order to march was given. Depo- 
nent proceeded on towards the town, when, after we had advanced about 
sixty yards, or thereabouts, from his former position at the pound, deponent 
heard a rattling noise in the rear ; thinking we might avoid any collision 
with the peasantry, deponent made the men march faster than before, telling them to 
step out ; just then deponent turned round, the noise increasing, saw some four or 
five stones'thrown from the side of the road in the direction of one of the corps in 
the rear, cannot tell which ; just then deponent heard a shot fired, which appeared to 
deponent evidently to proceed from the side of the road, or perhaps from the 
field, at the side of which the pound is situated ; then a short pause, and then 
there were two or three shots ; the police in front of deponent halted, which of 
course obliged deponent to halt also, the police being before deponent ; 
deponent’s men then drew themselves up almost in the position in which 
deponent was placed when first drawn up at the pound. At this time the 
firing in deponent’s rear became almost general ; deponent went in front of 
his corps, made use of these words “ Enniscorthy men, 1 beseech of you, in the 
name of God, don’t fire until you receive orders from me ; I brought you out with 
the assurance to Captain Graham, that until I received his orders as a magistrate 
I would not allow a trigger to be drawn.” The men seemed dissatisfied at this, some 
of them remonstrated with deponent; deponent was then in front of his corps 
at the extreme end nearest the police ; five or six men passed across the field 
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in deponent’s front next the river, and as they were running drew deponent’s 
attention ; just before deponent had seen a man of the Newtown Barry corps, 
whom deponent afterwards heard to be named Rogan, came out from a party of 
his men ; viz., the Newtown Barry corps wlio had not turned olT, with hi.s musket 
as if going to fire it ; deponent’s attention, as before stated, was attracted by the 
five or six men who ran across the field in his front ; Rogan wa.s placed parallel 
to deponent on his left, he was fully fronting the river ; deponent saw a flash in the 
grove opposite, another, and another succeeded it ; deponent al.so distinctly saw 
the smoke, also distinctly heard the sound, this was straight opposite to where 
deponent was standing ; what deponent conceived to be a bullet from the whizzing 
noise it made in passing deponent by, it passed close by deponent’s face; 
deponent looked towards Rogan, saw him put his hand to Iiis face, wheeled lialf 
round, and fell with his face towards Newtown Barry ; deponent cried out there 
was a man of theirs down, and, by God, they are peppering us from the grove ; 
does not think that previous to this a man of Ins corps had fired ; will not-swear it 
positively; those near deponent did not; just then deponent’s corps poured in a 
volley on the mob, who were rushing towards deponent ; does not mean to say 
they were rushing in a direct opposition to deponent, but rather in a parallel 
direction to where deponent was standing ; deponent ran in among the corps, 
some of whom were loading and preparing to fire again; deponent struck them 
right and left with his sword, entreated of them not to repeat the fire, there were, 
however, some straggling shots fired from the corps afterwards ; de|)onent, after a 
short time, succeeded in causing the fire to cease. Captain Graham, whom 
deponent had not seen during the preceding part of the action, then came up 
along the lines ; deponent heard Captain Graham imperatively call on them to 
cease firing; does not think deponent ever saw depicted on any person’s coun- 
tenance more anxiety or regret than on that of him (Captain ( iraham) on that 
occasion. Deponent asked him had he given the men orders to fire ; he 
emphatically stated he liad not ; but that they had received such treatment, or 
words to that effect, as no men could possibly bear. The order was then given to 
march ; we accordingly marched back to Newtown Barry ; placed the men in 
Captain Graham’s yard. 

Cross examined : — Heard the first shot fired ; does not know who fired; lieard 
two or three other shots fired in a few seconds afterwards, then heard a general 
volley fired; told his _ men to be steady, that not a shot was to be fired until 
orders were given by Captain Graham, as a magistrate, to fire ; that the shots were 
fired contrary to deponents orders, and as deponent believes contrary to those of 
Captain Graham ; when deponent’s men fired, the ru.sh of the people was not from 
the grove from whence deponent saw the shots fired, nor was it directly against 
deponents men; did not see or recognize any persons in the grove to the best of 
bis belief; it was one of those shots that killed Rogan, three in number having 
been fired from the grove ; positively swears that none of the shots from the grove 
were fired by either the yeomanry or police. 

Question by a Juror : — Does deponent think that the yeomanry received provo- 
cation to justify them in firing. A. Deponent thinks that from the wounds they 
received and from the treatment deponent understood them to have experienced, 
that firing became not only justifiable, but necessary for the protection of their 
arms and their lives. ^ 



Ke-examined Q. Does deponent think men fit to carry arms who are capable 
of making use of them in opposition to the commands of their oHicer ? —A. Thinks 
n very unpleasant to command men when they do so, Is a yeomanry officer since 
the gth of January last. 

1 0 further questions from a J uror : —Q. Did deponent see any person from be- 
hind the ditch fire at Rogan? — A. No. Q. How near was deponent to the 
police at the time Rogan fell r — A. Some of the police were within a few yards of 
deponent, 



Question by Solicitor :—Q. Did deponent see any person at whom Rogan ap- 
peared ter be firings--/;. From deponent’s position and his notice being attracted 
towards the grove, deponent did not pay particular attention to Rogan’s motions. 
*1, A question from a Juror :—Q. Could not a person have fired from behind 
the ditch without deponent s noticing it?— Certainly. 



Lorenzo NLvon Numie. 
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Adoni liloonifield Fcltus, Escj. of Ilollybrook in tlie county of Carlow, a 
magistrate of said county of Carlow, being duly sworn : Saitli that on Sa- 
turday last, the i8th of June 1831, deponent came to the town of New- 
town Burry in consequence of a requisition from three magistrates; on his 
arrival there went to the house of Captain Graham, he being one of the magis- 
trates who signed the above requisition; deponent was accompanied by i6 men of 
liis corps and three police of the county of Carlow ; deponent left the yeomanry 
and police aboveraentioned in the yard of Captain Graham, in company with 
other yeomanry corps there collected; Captain Graham asked deponent to walk 
up with him to Captain King ; while in conversation with Captain Kino-, some 
person came up, saying the cattle had been forced away; upon this, 'baptain 
Graham seemed to attach blame to Captain King for not having his men there to 
protect the cattle, and said that he, Captain King, should follow and bring them 
back ; Captain King said he would do so, but required a magistrate to accom- 
pany him ; Captain Graham then went to his own house, got his horse, and 
followed Captain King ; immediately after which, a policeman came to Captain 
Graham's house, saying that Captain Graham requested some magistrate to 
follow him on horseback ; deponent thereupon mounted his horse and followed 
him, rode through the crowd to some distance beyond tlie pound ; deponent met 
Captain Graham with some of the police, who were returning, having the cattle 
in their possession, three in number, as deponent thinks ; the police drove the cattle 
towards the pound ; deponent met persons who said it would be impossible to 
bring tlie cattle into the town, in consequence of a large collection of persons in 
tlie town collecting, and that they thought the police would not be able to protect 
them. Captain King applied to Captain Graham requesting a reinforcement, as 
he considered his men to be in danger; Captain Graham and deponent remon- 
strated with Captain King, saying, that their last resource would be the 
bringing out of the yeomanry ; on a stronger and more important demand of 
Captain King, Captain Graham said he would go and bring out the Newtown 
Ban-y corps; then Captain Graham went on. Captain King requested deponent 
to remain vvith him, as he wished to have a magistrate present; deponent upon 
tliis remarked, that lie could be of very little use to him, not being a magistrate of 
the county of Wexford, and this deponent said on the supposition tliat deponent 
was in the county of Wexford ; deponent however, remained, began to talk to 
the people ; there were three men who appeared to be prominent characters 
amongst the crowd ; deponent asked them if there was any misconception as to 
the amount of tithe due ; asked them to explain to him, deponent, the matter. As 
well as deponent could understand from them, they conceived that they had been 
called upon to pay three half years tithe within the year. Then boys, said depo- 
nent, if that is the case, would it not be a better plan to leave the matter to 
arbitration ; they said they were perfectly satisfied to do so ; whom do you 
appoint on your part, said deponent ; they replied, Mr. S. Raclcliffe and 
Mr. Robert Carey ; then, said deponent, 1 will make that proposition to Mr. 
M'Clintock ; deponent then went on to Newtown Barry, still as he, this 
deponent, met the people, entreated them to be quiet until deponent’s return ; 
deponent met Captain Graham with the yeomanry, told Captain Graham what 
he, deponent, was going to do ; Captain Graham said he thought it was a 
good plan ; deponent then rode along the line of yeomanry, until deponent met 
his own men ; turned back a few paces with them, said to them, Myshall men, 
I rely on your being steady, bear every thing, if stones are thrown, do not mind 
it, but on no account draw a trigger. The serjeant of police who came with 
deponent from Myshall, received orders from deponent to take charge of the men, 
and keep them steady. Deponent then rode on, asked the crowd collected about 
Ralph’s door of the inn where Mr. M‘Clintock was ; they told deponent they 
believed at Captain Graham’s; a countryman came up and held his, deponents 
horse; deponent went into Captain Graham’s, and found Mr. M‘Clintock in the 
parlour ; deponent told him the proposal made by the people ; Mr. M‘Clintock 
said he had before tliat proposed leaving it to the decision of two lawyers; 
deponent said, were I in your situation I would prefer country gentlemen. 
Mr. M'Clintock asked deponent if he deponent had mentioned it to Captain 
Graham, deponent replied he had, and that he Captain Graham coincided in his 
opinion also; well, said Mr. M‘Clintock as you recommend it, I am satisfied; 
will you go and tell the people so, said Mr. M'Clintock ; deponent said he 
342. A 3 thought 
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thought it would have abetter effect coming from himself; come up witli me now, 
said deponent, I think you are perfectly safe ; deponent tlicn asked him to mount 
his horse for expedition sake ; Mr. M'Clintoek took deponent’s arm, nnd walked 
on quickly towards the pound ; deponent and Mr. M'Clintoek hud gone about as 
far as the last cabin, in the direction of the pound, when deponent heard a shot; 
Mr. M'Clintoek exclaimed on hearing the shoh “ oh my God vdiat is that;” 
deponent still endeavoured to bring on Mr. M'Clintoek, supposing that some 
man’s gun might have gone off by accident ; immediately then the firing became 
quick and general ; Mr. M'Clintoek in apparently great confusion and alarm ran 
from deponent into one of the cabins on the road ; deponent remained on the road ; 
some people ran down towards deponent, and some came from towards Newtown 
Barry ; one man, rather tall, appeared greatly excited, ran to the side of the road, 
took up stones, and said, if the people of the town were any good, they would 
resent the firing; deponent ran up to the individual, caught him in Ids arms, 
begged of him to be quiet, and not run on men with arms in their hands ; 
deponent was rissisted by some others in quieting the man ; deponent succeeded ; 
the man having thrown down the stones, and remaining quiet. Deponent remained 
still on the road, and a man of Newtown Barry (.John Gregan) came up to 
deponent, begging of deponent to leave the place ho wa.s in ; saying it was 
a aangerous place ; deponent notwithstanding still remained until the yeomanry 
and police came down ; deponent said to some pereon it was an unfortunate affair, 
and that if deponent had had but lo minutes, as he deponent thought, he could 
have settled it all ; deponent then went on with the yeomanry and police to 
Captain Graham’s. 

Cross-examined: — Deponent saith, that when he, deponent went first amongst 
the people he saw nothing in their demeanor calculated to excite fear. The most 
prominent of the people appeared to be rational men, and lie therefore entered 
into the conversation before mentioned. Arbitrators were proposed on tiie part of 
the people, viz. two Protestant gentlemen. Deponent gave no orders to his men 
save as aforesaid. As a matter of additional precaution deponent gave his men in 
charge to the serjeant of police above mentioned. IToin the manner in which 
deponent’s proposal of arbitration was received on tlie part of the people, dc[)onent 
conceived that they were disposed amicably to abide by it. The impression on 
deponent’s mind was, that the man who took up the stones did not come from the 
crowd, but from the town, and highly excited as this man was, upon deponent’s 
remonstrance he became peaceable and quiet. Deponent would consider, in 
consequence of his orders to his men, that they would not be justified in firing 
unless for the protection of their lives. If any man acted so, unless under a case 
of necessity,, deponent would consider him unfit to carry arms. In the course of 
Saturday the i8th, 1831, as above mentioned, deponent Saw a boy carrying 
a placard with the inscription “ Selling for Tithes.” Deponent saith, that 
Captain Graham seemed most reluctant to order out the yeomanry, or that they 
and the country people should come into contact. 

To a question from a Juror : — Q. Would deponent consider from the appear- 
ance of the people that Captain King was justified in calling for a stronger force? 
—A. Deponent, from the representations made to Captain King, thinks Captain 
King was so justified, but nothing from the conduct of the crowd surrounding 
deponent. 

By a question from the Coroner:' — Q. From the general body of the people 
did you think them excited ? — A. Deponent saith they were ; deponent saith that 
some of the crov^d, while deponent was endeavouring to arrange for the above- 
mentioned arbitration, said, " Let us have the cant ; bring the cattle to the town.” 
Then deponentsaid, “Would it not be more creditable to them to bring them them- 
selves than allow the yeomen to do so.” Their answer was, “ Let those whose 
business it is do so.” 

To a question from a Juror :—Q. Did your expostulation with the people who 
heard you appear to allay the excitement amongst those who heard it?— R 
certainly did. Deponent further saith, that a few seconds after the first shot was 
red he heard two or three shots, and then a number of shots in quick succession, 
which was followed by a few hanging shots.

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The Court having adjourned this day, 2ist June 1 831, at the hour of six o’clock 
to that of ten on the following morning, proceeded on this morning, the 22d of 
June 1831, at the appointed hour to hear the several depositions as they follow. 

Captain John Browne, of Ballinastraw, county of Wexford, being duly sworn; 
Saith he went to the pound from Major Devereux’s, after the military and mob • 
inquired for Mr. Tierney (for the Rev. Mr. Walsh said he was afraid he was not 
there) ; ho saw the crowd pressing upon the police ; tried to keep them back ; 
they were close on the bayonets ; heard Captain Graham frequently address the* 
mob to let the law take its course; not to attempt to rescue. Witness said the 
same cattle were turned out of the pound ; police and yeomen turned after them 
to Newtown Barry ; when police turned driving the cattle, signal appeared as if 
hy a shout, every man round him as appeared to him to throw stones ; did not .see 
them stoop ; it appeared to deponent they must have had them in their pockets ; 
heard the stones strike against the bayonets ; after the yeomanry and police were 
about 40 or 50 yards towards Newtown Barry, heard the first two or tliree shots, 
when his mare commenced plunging, he endeavoured to get into the pound-house, 
but his mare ran away towards Mr. M'Clintock’s; when he pulled up the mare, 
at tiie rise near Mr. M'Clintock’s, a person told him he was shot j found itso ; was 
wounded in the right leg below the knee ; tliinks it was first, second or third shot 
hit him ; did not see a sliot fired, as his back was turned ; first two or three shots 
appeared to be from small arms, pistols or carabines, not like musketry ; immedi- 
ately after firing ceased, returned to Newtown Barry; firing could not have lasted 
more than from five to eight minutes ; Captain Graham told the people not to 
deceive themselves, as every musket was loaded. 

Cross examination ; — Deponent cannot say the cattle were rescued, but con- 
ceives the throwing of stones was the commencement of a rescue ; cannot say who 
turned the cattle out of pound ; but saw the police following the cattle ; cannot 
say from what quarter the shots were fired from that hit him ; was not in the least 
agitation ; was wounded below the knee, but did not know he was hit until some 
one told him ; felt no pain nor any uneasiness from it ; thinks there might be 
about 200 yeomanry and police present; passed by the ranks; did not take 
particular notice of the troops. 

Question by a Juror : — Might be from 500 to 800 people about the pound, ex- 
clusive of the military. 

John Broivne. 

Ninth deponent : Thomas Murray, of Kilnock, of the county of Carlow, 
farmer, wlio being duly sworn : Saith, was present on Saturday last as a private of 
the Myshall yeomanry, within a few perches of the pound of Newtown Barry; got 
a severe wound in the heel ; was in the rear rank of his own men ; a few shots 
had been fired before deponent received the wound ; saw no shots fired except 
from the yeomanry ; nor did he hear any such ; thinks he was wounded from 
behind the ditch or the wood ; on being wounded deponent looked behind him^ 
and saw none of his own men that could do it ; was wounded with slugs ; there 
were heaps of stones thrown before the shots. 

By a Juror : — Was in the rear rank when wounded ; deponent received the 
wound from the right-hand side of the road as deponent goes down it from New- 
town Barry. 

By Mr. Costelloe : — Does not know how many shots he heard before he was 
hit; heard one shot first, and a good many after; it was after that he was hit 
himself; about 16 or 17 of the Myshall men were present and together; did not 
see Mr. Feltus on the road between Newtown Barry and the pound whilst drawn 
up, or at all on that road ; did not hear Mr. Feltus address the Myshall men, de- 
siring them to bear with every thing, and even if stones were thrown not to pull 
a trigger ; did not hear Mr. Feltus give any such directions during that -day ; saw 
two or three yeomen knocked down by stones thrown by the people before firing 
commenced ; the firing held for the course of a minute or a little better, from the 
first shot to the last that he heard that day. 

By a Juror : — Did not know that he was under the command of Serjeant Kilfoyle 
on that day ; was under the command of Captain Graham in Captain Feltus’s 
absence ; thinks that Captain Feltus might have passed him by without his 
342. A 1 notice; 
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notice ; was nt the end of the Myshall men, next to the other yeomanry ; great 
noise and sliouting on the road as the yeomen passed down ; from tlie noise on 
theroad could not say whether Captain Feltus addressed them or not; verily 
believes he heard all the firing from the yeomanry, but cannot say from the oppo- 
site party ; he made up his mind as to the time the firing lasted after it had 
ceased. 

By Mr. Costelloe : — Did not see Captain Feltus in front of the Myshall men on 
horseback on the road between Newtown Barry and the pound; the noise was 
very great, but the noise would not prevent him seeing Captain Feltus if bo ad- 
dressed them on horseback, and in front of them ; deponent was in the rear rank 
and looking to the front; shoe produced is the one that was on him when 
wounded ; there was no breach in the shoe when he put it on him in the 
morning ; saw the breach at present in the shoo immediately on looking down 
when wounded ; his trowsers came over his sltoe, the breach in them was made 
when he was wounded ; what wounded deponent did not pass through his foot.

George Robert Hyde, of Newtown Barry, county Wexford, surgeon, being ddly 
sworn ; Saith, he inspected tlie body of William Rogan who was wounded on 
Saturday, and died on Sunday last ; saith he inspected the body of said Rogan on 
Monday last in presence of the jury; he came by bis death in conscquen'cc of 
a wound in the head inflicted by fire-arms ; he also inspected the body of Tlionias 
Waters, who died in consequence of a gun-shot wound which passed through tlie 
upper part of his chest. ' ^ 

By Mr. Costelloe : — The shot that caused the death of Rogan entered at' the ex- 
ternal angle of the left eye, and escaped at the back of nis ear. ^Vaters was 
a yeoman’s son; was killed by a gun-shot wound; it entered the chest at Ihe 
right side, and passed out through the left arm, behind the bone, and a little 
below the point of the shoulder.

William Richards, Esq. of Farmley, captain of the Solsboro’ and Farmley 
Yeomadry being duly sworn: Saith, that he is ca[)tain of the abovc- 

Ham'ed corps ; attended at Newtown Barry witli part of liLs corps on lost Satur- 
day; so attended in consequence of a requisition signed by three mrigistrates, 
which deponent produces; was ordered out with his corps by Captain'' Graham ; 
marched in the direction of the pound of Newtown Barry, accompanied by .qtl^er 
yeomanry and police ; saw a very large crowd collected at and about the pounlil; 
his corps were pretty near the centre of the line; the crowd appeared very 
riotous and insulting in their manner ; heard Captain Graham express himself to 
the crowd in language the most forcible to induce them to disperse quietly ; 
heard him declare to them, upon his honour as an officer and a gentleman,, that 
every firelock they saw was loaded with ball cartridge ; Captain Graliam’s 
remonstrance had no effect. After he, deponent, had been drawn up for some 
time; the crowd appeared very violent from their shouting and braudishing sticks; 
did not see any stones thrown; had reason to think stones were thrown, , in 
consequence of seeing one of his rear rank men falling forward ; was ordered to 
form his men into sections by Captain Graham, the consequence of this manceuvre 
>was, that our backs became to the pound, and front towards Newtown Barry ; was 
ordered to march back to the town in rear of the police, which order was obeyed ; 
the order’was given by Captain Graham. At the period deponent speaks' of, :he 
heard a violent crash, as of stones striking fire-arms, in the rear of deponent ; very 
shortly after: the -crash, deponent heard a single shot, which deponent did not 
consider was that from a musket, as the report, deponent conceived to be too 
weak; in about two seconds after the first shot, deponent heard two or three 
shots, and immediately, a firing commenced in deponent's rear.; after the firing 
coinmeitced, the crowd in the road were pressing on ; and deponent saw many in 
the fields running away;, they were pressing forward to where deponent and. .'his 
men stood, as there was a halt in consequence of the firing commencing ; depo- 
nent after this observed very little of what was passing, as his, deponent’s, entire 
«xerttoiis were occupied: in preventing, his, deponentls, men from 

By 
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By Mr. Costelloe: — Saw no attempt made to rescue the cattle at any time; 
knows Mr. Feltus ; saw him in Newtown Barry that day, but did not see liiin on 
the road at the period deponent now speaks of; the two or three shots that 
followed the first appeared to deponent to be musket shots ; deponent gave no 
directions to his men to fire, but on the contrary did every thing in the power of 
man to prevent them, in which deponent succeeded ; after he succeeded there 
might have been three or four shots ; after the second and third shots were fired, 
in two or three seconds the firing became more general; to the best of deponent’s 
belief the firing did not continue more than two minutes ; he means from the 
first shot to the last ; deponent heard no orders given to fire by any one ; heard 
his own lieutenant give orders not to fire; deponent saw Lieutenant Nunne, of 
the Enniscorthy yeomanry also exerting himself to prevent his men from firing ; 
deponent saw no one killed, but he saw one man dead on the side of the road, 
and another that deponent conceived to be dead ; the former was a countryman, 
and the latter he heard and believes to be Rogan, the yeoman. Deponent thinks 
the greater number of shots were fired by the yeomen ; but believes that shots 
were fired by others too ; he is confident that no orders to fire were given by the 
officers to the yeomen. 

JVm. Richards. 

William White, Esq. of Newtown Barry, being duly sworn : Saith, was present 
at the unfortunate affair that occurred on Saturday last ; went down towards the 
pound with the yeomanry; was in the rear of the Newtown Barry corps, nearest 
corps to the town ; saw a very large crowd assembled. At that time did not see 
any fire-arms, but saw sticks in tiie hands of the people ; the people closed in 
about the corps ; deponent was within a compact body; remained on the road, 
with the corps, from half an hour to three-quarters. From the time deponent left 
the town, before deponent bad arrived at the dispensary, two stones were tlirown 
from among the crowd ; one glanced from the top of one of the yeomen’s caps, 
the other fell without hitting any person ; there was no further violence used at 
that time. Violence began to manifest itself on the part of the people, in about 
20 minutes after the first two stones were tlirown. Stone throwing commencing 
a second time ; the cattle were driven out of tlie pound, and an order was given 
for the yeomanry to countermarch, by which movement the Newtown Barry corps 
from having been the nearest to the town, became the nearest to the pound ; this 
order was given by Captain Graham ; deponent was walking beside the Newtown 
Barry edrps, when he heard a noise resembling the rattling of arms ; it struck de- 
ponent that the men were unfixing bayonets ; on looking towards the men, deponent 
perceived a shower of stones, thrown from among tlie people, that deponent 
discovered was the cause of the sound deponent had previously heard; 
deponent saw one of the stones strike a yeoman on the back of the head, and 
another stone struck another of the men in the small of the back. The stones 
still continued throwing, and looking towards the river side of the road, saw the 
ditches lined with men completely, most of whom were throwing stones ; saw one 
man with a large drab-colourcd coat buttoned up, this same man deponent saw 
unbutton bis coat, take out a short gun, kneel down, rest his gun on the ditch, and 
fire towards the yeomanry ; that was the first shot deponent heard that day ; heard, 
after the interval of three or four seconds, three other shots fired in quick succes- 
sion, and immediately heard an exclamation from some of tlie yeomen “ there is 
one of our men down;” there was further firing, but before that took place the 
crowd pressed so closely on the yeomanry, and showed such determined violence 
by throwing of stones, and their flourishing sticks, that it was evident their 
intention was to force themselves in amongst the yeomanry ; the yeomanry bore 
every thing with the greatest patience, until tnis took place ; some of the yeomanry 
turned round facing the crowd, and fired amongst them; the entire firing con- 
tinued about a minute and a half. Before the firing commenced Captain Graham 
addressed himself to the crowd, endeavouring to dissuade the people from any 
act of violence, used as much exertion as any man could do to accomplish that 
object; Captain Graham told the crowd that every musket they saw was loaded 
with ball cartridge. , n -u 

By Mr. Costelloe Deponent is tutor to Captain Graham s children about i8 
months, Ins age is between two and three and twenty. Deponent was close to 
342. B 
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the yeomen when they fired ; does not think that a quarter of a minute elapsed 
from the fourth shot until the yeomen turned round and fired. I.)c})onent states; 
that between police and yeoman there were 200 present, all armed : deponent was 
armed with a pistol though neither a yeoman or policeman ; joined tlie yeomanry 
merely as a volunteer, to assist them if necessity required it ; saw anotlier person 
of a respectable station in life present, besides those whose business brought them 
there ; does not know whether that person was armed or not. Deponent believes 
the yeomen fired at the people that were next them ; did not sec any of tliem fall 
or wounded. Deponent is resident in Newtown Barry about six or seven mouths, 
except about six or seven years ago, when he deponent passed through Newtown 
Barry as a traveller, and remained in it about two hours ; he was a total stranger 
to it. 

JVUliam . 

The Court having adjourned this aad day of .Tunc 1S31, at the hour of six 
o’clock, to that of ten on the following morning, proceeded on this morning, the 
23d June 1831, at tiie appointed hour, to hear tlie several depositions as tliey 
follow. 

John Ralph of Newtown Barry, being duly sworn : Saith, deponent remembers 
last Saturday; had previously to last Saturday made a distress of cattle for tithe 
due to the Rev. Mr. M‘Clintock ; is Mr. M‘Cliiitock’s agent, and receiver of 
his tithes. The distress Was made in the parish of Newtown Ilarry, sometimes 
called St. Mary s. It was made for tithe under the composition ; saw the cattle 
on Saturday that was distrained, first saw them at the pound before 12 o clocks 
viz., three heifers ; had Edward Swaine and James Gregan assistants us drivers j 
after he saw them at the pound they were drove to the street of Newtown Barry 
by Gregan, Swaine and deponent, for the purpose of being sold ; had them ad- 
vertised to be sold on Saturday, between the houv.s of twelve and one o’clock, 
in the market-place at Newtown Barry; drove them to the market-place; 
deponent went into Captain Graham's to see Mr. M'Clintock, ami from tlie 
window of Captain Graham’s house saw them driven from where deponent had 
left them to the centre of the market-place; Saturday was a market-day, there 
was a fair in the town on the day before. There were a great many per.sons in town 
on Saturday, the 18th 1831 ; lives iiithctown ; observed a particular appearance 
on that day ; he saw large groups of people in different parts of the .street; 
observed that they did not appear to be transacting any bu.siness, as is customary 
on market-days, but appeared to be waiting for the sale of the cattle. Tlie 
advertisements that he had put up for the sale of the cattle were written ; saw a 
printed advertisement from Captain Graham’s window carried on a board, as he 
believes ; as near as he recollects the words were “ This sale is fur lithe,” or 
words to that effect; it was carried by a man or a boy in the street in an elevated 
position; saw another placard the day before; thought lliat placard which he 
saw on Friday had a tendency to collect peeple to the sale on Saturday ; the 
words, as^ he recollects, were calling on the people to attend a sale of their 
neighbours cattle; saw cattle moved up on Saturday immediately after the 
placard was exhibited, the cattle were moved by the crowd on the placard being, 
exhibited; heard a noise which deponent did not hear before, and some shouts;, 
immediately on the shouts cattle were moved, driven up to the centre of the 
street; he went out immediately on seeing the cattle moved, and could not find 
the bailiffs he had left in charge of them; on going out the crowd was not 
lessened , saw in the hands of the crowd nothing more than usual, as sticks ; did 
not sell the cattle ; when he went up to the crowd reasoned witli them a good 
a?*’ a? S''"' ““y opposition to the sale ; that if he or 
Mr. M'Uintock did anything illegal they might proceed by civil action ; when 
deponent made that remonstrance many of the people said tlicy would not give 
any opposition to the sale ; left the crowd immediately to look for the bailiff to 
sell the cattle ; did not find the bailiff; alter that saw the crowtl move off towards 
the linniscorthy road ; believed the cattle were then in the crowd, surrounded in 
such a manner as that he could not see them. As agent to Mr. M'Clilitock 
aeponent belore Saturday made application to the magistrates for assistance on 
Saturday to prevent a rescue; he applied to Captain Graham, Maior Irvine, and 
Mi. John Devenzy, three magistrates; they were the three magistrates to .whom 

he 
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he applied. On Saturday, after he saw the crowd on tlie road towards 
Enniscorthy, met Captain Graham and Captain King of the police ; said to them 
the cattle were gone ; Captain Graham said to Captain King “ You had better go 
and bring them back deponent made the observation for the purpose of getting 
the cattle back to sell them ; saw the cattle next on the road opposite to his own 
land at Ryland ; Captain Graham had them stopped there ; that is the Enniscorthy 
road on which he saw them going down first ; the owner of the cattle that were dis- 
trained lives at Tombrick. The road on which deponent got the cattle, and 
where deponent saw Captain Graham with them, leads to Tombrick from the 
market-place ; the cattle w'ere brought back to the pound ; the pound lies between 
Newtown Parry and the place where Captain Graham stopped the cattle. More 
than 1 0 minutes after tlie cattle were put into the pound, he, deponent, saw one of 
the bailifis standing near the pound on his way after the cattle, and before Cap- 
tain Graham stopped there lie met a crowd coming to the town. Tlie cattle 
remained for some time in the pound ; Captain Graham brought the cattle back 
to the pound witliout difficulty or opposition; called on Gregan, the bailiff, to 
assist liim, and be went into the pound with deponent where the cattle were. 
Some of the crowd asked if the cattle were to be sold at the pound ; deponent 
said no ; desired them to return quietly to Newtown Parry, and the cattle would 
be sold there. The crowd did not return at this time. Captain Graham bad 
returned to the town for the yeomanry. There was an immense crowd about the 
pound, very noisy. Seeing an immense crowd returning from the town, deponent 
and others suggested to Captain Graham that it would be well to bring out the 
yeomanry, as an appearance of a force might prevent any ill consequences, or 
attempt to rescue the cattle. Captain King, of the police, was standing on the 
road with his police in hearing at the time, and also Captain Eeltus, and both 
agreed in saying it would be advisable to bring out the yeomanry. Immediately 
after this suggestion Captain Graliam went into the town for the yeomanry ; dur- 
ing Captain Graham’s absence the crowd made a great deal of noise ; recollects 
the crowd calling on deponent to sell the cattle, and why not sell them ; there were 
many threatening expressions made use of; heard some of them say, “ Break 
the pound, and bring out the cattle ;” it was said loudly. There was between 30 
and 40 of the police ; heard the police desire the crowd to be quiet, and not 
annoy them — we are only doing our duty. Heard some of the crowd say, “ They 
are only doing their duty, and don’t annoy them.” Saw Captain King there; 
heard him say to his men be steady. On bis leaving the town after the cattle, 
Captain King, on meeting the crowd, ordered his men to load with ball cartridge. 
At that time Captain Graham told Captain King to take his men into the field, 
which he did ; remained there until the people passed, and then went on to bring 
back the cuttle. From the time deponent heard Captain King desire his men be 
steady until Captain Graham’s return with the j’eomanry the crowd continued to in- 
crease. Saw Captain Graham return from the town ; he had the yeomanry with him. 
Captain Graham returned from the town with the yeomanry ; on his return he faced 
the yeomanry to the river ; at this time the crowd became very noisy ; he means 
very insolent; heard Captain Graham say to the crowd “Be quiet; I have 
nothing to say to the sale of the cattle. I came here to protect the laws of the 
country, and I hope you will be quiet. Every musket here is loaded with ball 
cartridge.” It was tlien said from the crowd, by more voices than one, “ We 
don’t care for your old rusty muskets.” He then said he should read the Riot Act. 

They said they would put his Riot Act in a certain place. The words were, in : 

They became so noisy that deponent could not hoar further wliat Captain Graham 
was saying. Deponent went then into the pound to turn out the cattle to bring them 
to the town to sell; during the time he bad an opportunity of seeing Captain 
Ciraham’s demeanor ; it was very cool and calm as deponent considered, so much so 
that deponent was surprised at it ; he was surprised atit because so much had been 
said to him, Captain Graliam, in the way of insult by the crowd. Deponent and 
'Gregan drove the cattle out of the pound : when deponent drove out the cattle there 
were some of the police with their bayonets directed against the crowd. The police 
said to the crowd, “ Throw down your stones;” did not see any ot that crowd 
with stones. The crowd said, the road was theirs, as well as that of the police; 
that they paid for it. He heard the word, he believes, from Captain King, to 
proceed to tlie town. The cattle at this time were out of the pound ; some 
police, as witness has described, preceded die cattle ; others of the police followed 
342. . ’ 13 2 them ; 
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them ; deponent was witli the cattle with Cretan on comiiify out of the pound ■ 
saw stones with some of the crowd ; at this time the yeomanry wore drawn * 
facing the river in a line extending towards the town. Caiitnin Graham was 
the right of the yeomen; saw nothing after happen until deponent drove the 
cattle in front of the line of yeomanry towards Newtown Harry, and pas.sed them 
When he, deponent, had passed this line of yeomanry, coming to the town his 
attention was drawn in his rear by a shot ; this wa.s soon after passing tlic lin’e of 
yeomanry ; about a minute after passing tlie lino ; the shot was in deponents 
rear; then heard another shot, and another, and iimnediately heard a mnninv 
lire; the whole firing did not continue more than two minutes, as deponent tlunks” 
saw Captain King from the time deponent left the pound until after the first shot 
was fired ; distinctly says Captain King himself did not fire that sliot ; Captain 
King did not fire any of the three first shots ; did not see Captain King fire'^anv 
shot that day ; Captain King was in sight of witne,ss from the time lie left llio 
pound until after the three first shots. Did not see Captain Graham during the 
running fire ; immediately after, saw him. Captain Graham, ride by deponent and 
heard him say, “ O, fie, fie ; shame; cease firing,” Did not hear any person give 
the word of command to fire ; cannot tell what occasioned the first shot to be fired 
because it was m deponent’s rear, and by the report appeared n good distance 
trom deponent; did not see what was going on in the rear ; did not hear any 
extraordinary noise in the rear of him ; deponent never saw the cattle since the 
first or second shot was fired ; did not bring them into the town. 

By Mr. Costelloe When the cattle were first seized at Pat, Doyle's, the owner 
did not meet with any resistance ; there was a misunderstanding between the 
Rev. Mr. M Chntock and Pat, Doyle, the owner, about the titlies, Doyle alleging 
they were not due; whilst deponent was in Captain Graham's house, he^di^ 
pohent for a time lost sight of the cattle ; also lost sight of the persons whom he 
left ,n care of them ; the cattle were in the street wlmn deponent came out dM 
not see the cattle leave the street at all; saw no persons turn the cattle off the 
street, when deponent caine out the persons in cliarge of the cattle were not with 
them as he deponent could see; after this the cattle got down the £nni,scorthv 
road towards the pound and beyond it; cannot say who drove them there • afle^ 
that the cattle were brought back to the pound without resistance ; after the run- 
ning fire heard some dropping shots ; cannot say how many, being confused at

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exception of the police and a company of regular troops in Wexford, to whom also 
a similar requisition was sent; there were no yeomanry corps in the town on 
Saturday, except those to whom the above requisition had been sent. 

By Mr. Costelloe : — On recollection deponent corrects himself, and says that it 
was on Saturday after the fatal event occurred that the regular troops were sent 
for to Wexford, and that they arrived on Sunday about twelve or one o’clock as 
deponent, believes ; he and his fellow magistrates sent the requisition to the several 
corps, but on reflection corrects himself by saying it was much later in the day, 
and after the coach from Dublin had come in ; they sent requisitions to four 
corps of yeomanry, tliree of whom attended. Captain James excused himself for 
not attending the requisition in consequence of his permanent serjeant and bugle 
being at drill in Wexford, Captain James’s corps is nearest to Newtown Barry. . 

By a Juror; — -There were five magistrates in the town on Saturday previous to 
tlie fatal occurrence, viz. Mr. John Derenzy, Mr. Thomas Derenzy, Captain 
Graham, Mr. Feltus and deponent; when the yeomanry left town under tlie 
command of Captain Graham, deponent was standing in the street of Newtown 
Barry, was aware for wliat purpose the yeomanry were marching out of the town, 
viz. to assist the police to bring the cattle back to Newtown Barry, and to prevent 
a rescue; wlien the firing commenced deponent was sitting at the petty sessions court 
with Mr. Thomas Derenzy his brother magistrate ; was in the act of inquiring for 
the petty sessions clerk when the firing commenced ; did not hear a shot himself; 
heard of the firing from persons rushing to the door of the petty sessions ; depo- 
nent was sitting at the upper end of the room ; rii-shed to the door, but did not 
hear a shot ; deponent says if there was any necessity to preserve the peace, it 
would be more important to be with the troops than to attend the petty sessions ; 
had not a sufHcieiit time to have collected a stronger force of police or soldiers of 
the line previously to the 1 8th instant; the first cause of alarm was on Friday, 
17th instant, in consequence of seeing the placard ; gave no orders to any person 
to drive the cattle out of the market-place, nor did he, deponent, know of their 
arrival there,

Moses Dnyle, of Ballyphilip, in the county of Wexford, farmer, being duly 
sworn ; Saith he lives in the parish of St. Mary’s ; Mr. M‘Clintock is the rector of 
that parish ; knows of tlie cattle, the property of Pat. Doyle of the said parish to 
have been seized for tithes due to Mr. M‘Clintock ; knows the number of cattle 
seized to have been tliree, two of which belonged to Pat. Doyle, and the third to 
Pat. Nolan ; does not know’ of his own knowledge the exact amount of tithes 
claimed by Mr. M‘Clintock; tliere wa.s a controversy between Mr. M‘Clintock 
and the owners of the cattle, as to whether the tithe was due or not ; the owners 
conceived as the deponent heard from them, that the charge was illegal ; was in 
Newtown Barry on Saturday last ; saw the cattle in the street ot Newtown Barry 
opposite Captain Graliam’s house ; saw the same cattle afterwards at the pound of 
Newtown Barry; did not see any person either in the town of Newtown Barry or 
at the pound, rescue or attempt to rescue the said cattle; saw police next the 
pound and the yeomanry two deep from the police as far as they extended along 
the road ; first part cattle came to be auctioned by the agent to Mr. M'CIintock, 
and the bailiff’s next ; that deponent demanded of the agent to auction the cattle ; 
deponent a.sked him who was his auctioner; said Edward Swaine; deponent 
requested of him to bring Swaine forward to auction the cattle ; the agent dis" 
appeared from deponent ; deponent that time requested from the people round the 
cattle to know if the bailiffs were there to take the cattle in possession. The 
bailiffs did not appear,, deponent desired the people about the cattle to let them 
go off’; they did so ; the cattle went down the street of their own accord without 
any person being after them ; after a long time, not less than a quarter of an hour, 
the police and all the yeomanry went down to the pound ; deponent went down , 
there was a great row at that time with the police and Captain Graham ; deponent 
:spoke to Mi\ Ralph, the agent, saying that he, Mr. Ralph, was at deponent s house 
'.'with a letter of distress, saying that he would not call upon the tithes of deponent s 
parish, .'if ;the parish of Cionegall would pay him (Mr. M'Clintock) ; at this tirne

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C&ptain Graham appeared on horseback with a drawn sword in his hand, with 
'higli language. Mr. Ralph was told by deponent that it was titter to demand and 
get the tithe where it was due than to demand it from us where it was not 
Mr. Ralph acknowledged that the payment demanded from us was beforehand 
That conversation passed between Mr. Ralph, Mr. Eeltus ami deponent, at the 
pound; Mr. Feltus said that he thought it was very unjust; then deponent 
mentioned to Mr. Feltus for quietness, as deponent saw such a party of army 
there ; proposed an arbitration for to call on four gentlemen as arbitrators ■ 
deponent nominated W. S. Radcliffe and Mr. Robert Carey ns arbitrators for the 
parish. Mr. Feltus rode on to search for Mr. M'Clintock ; deponent came up 
with Mr. Feltus to the town side of the infantry. Mr. Feltus desired deponent 
to stop there until he would return with Mr. M'Clintock ; deponent returned back 
from Mr. Feltus ; walked down opposite the infantry ; at the moment dejionent 
had returned 12 or 15 yards down along the yeomanry, deponent heard six or 
seven shots fired from the yeomanry, deponent run the same time, and in his 
running about 1,5 or 20 yards, a man of the name of James Doyle was shot- 
deponent was within a single yard of him, and at that lime deponent received 
a shot through deponent’s great coat across the small of his back ; after the six or 
seven shots, he heard, as deponent thinks, a discharge from all the yeomanry; 
Doyle fell when he was shot ; Doyle is now dead ; died that evening ; did not see 
any stones thrown; does not know, but stones might have been thrown unknown 
to deponent ; when deponent went down he saw after the firing had ceased and 
the yeomanry and police gone, three or four dead entirely, a great number 
mortally wounded, a good many of whom since died ; saw a great many in tlie 
fields wounded at both sides of the road ; deponent saw a couple wounded at the 
edge oftheSlaney; saw one wounded person lying in the Slaney; did not see 
any person crossing the Slaney at that time ; amongst tlie killed and wounded 
deponent saw two women wounded, one of whom is since dead ; kno^vs the 
w(j>man who was killed ; was a married woman, mother of six or .seven children; 
she appeared to be with child ; the woman appeared to be in perfect health 
previous to her death. Saw her tlie same day on whicli she was killed, in perfect 
health ; does not know what part of the body was wounded, but saw blood from 
the neck to the bottom of the belly ; does not know any particular yeoman who 
fired a shot on that day, could not distinguish any from his runnino- away, arid 
a smoke occasioned by the firing. “ 

By Counsellor Robinson Believes he is a third cousin to Doyle, the owner of 
the cattle distrained, is not related to Nowlaii, the owner of the third cow 
distrained, has spoken of the business to several persons since it occurred; 
he has spoken to .fustin Doyle and many others; does not recollect the name of 
any other person to whom he was speaking ; the thing was spoken of so gene- 
rally, that he did not mind taking any particular name; did not give his 
evidence to any one ; did not communicate the nature of the fact that lie was to 
depose to on this mquiry ; this is not the first time deponent has been examined 
respecting this afiair; on Tuesday last, was examined before the gentlemen at 
Ralph s Inn ; went there for the purpose of giving evidence ; no one desired or 
advised deponent to go there for that purpose ; heard on Sunday that an mquiry 
would't^e place ; heard Mr. Feltus say on Saturday that an mquiry would take 
place; does not recollect the name of any other person from whoni he heard it, 
but that of Mr. Feltus; was not desired by Mr. Feltus to attend that investi- 
gation;^was purchasing the making of a smallclothes in Mr. Kennedy’s shop;

positively say so. \V ben be came into the town on Saturday, be did not see as 
many persons as is usual on market days, at the same hour j there were a good 
many poisons about the cattle when they were going to be auctioned j there were 
upwards ot 100 people about the cattle ; heard no noise ; a few minutes after, 
saw the cattle leave the street, and no person after them ; the crowd about the 
cattle opened and let the cattle go olf by themselves ; when deponent followed 
them up to the pound, found the police and Captain Graham there; no great 
crowd there ; some crowd there ; people travelling backwards and forwards oa 
their business; there was 100 he believes; there was a great row between. 
Captain Graham and the police ; heard Captain Graham say, the cattle should be. 
canted, and swear vehemently to that effect; the people were half the breadth of 
the road from Captain Graham at that time ; the people were not taking any 
part in the row between Captain Graham and the police; the little boys were' 
making clumour and noise, but the people were quite peaceable, not shouting or 
making a noise ; there was about half a .score of little boys making clamour; it. 
was against the people that Captain Graham addressed the before-mentioned, 
expressions ; was authori/.cd by the owners of the cattle to propose an arbitra- 
tion ; told that to hir. heltus, and in consequence of that Mr. Feltus went for 
Mr. M'Clintock, when he returned 12 or i.'; yards in front of the yeomanry, 
deponent heard five or six shots ; these were the first shots fired, and immediately, 
after one, another, and before tlie whole entire of the yeomanry fired, which they, 
did instantly. Ulie five or six shots came from the yeomanry ; tliey were standing 
two deep, with their backs to Mall ; five or six shots came off from different parts 
of the line as fast as they could ; saw no person killed by the five or six shots above* 
mentioned ; in the upper end of the line next the pound, persons might have 
been killed without deponent seeing it; cannot tell what occasioned these five or 
six shots to have been fired ; when tlic five or six shots were fired the police were 
near the gate of the pound ; the yeomanry were nearest the town ; deponent 
turned about and ran hack into the town ; on running into the town did not pass 
.any of the police. 

By Mr. Costelloe : — AVhen deponent saw police last, they were at the pound, 
came up towards the town and passed the whole of the yeomen, this was before 
deponent heard any shots, then returned along the yeomanry Hue 12 or 15 
yards, it was then he heard tlie shots ; to the best of his belief the first shot came 
from the yeomanry, not the police, as one of the shots appeared near himself. 

By a Juror: — Saw the cattle first coming into the towm opposite to Mr. Kennedy’s 
with John Ralph and the bailiffs ; tlicy were driven on by the bailiffs to tlie foot 
of the bridge, and stopped there, the cattle were driven from thence to the centre 
of the street ; can nut tell who drove the cattle from the foot of the bridge to the 
centre of flic street; cannot tell the name of any person who drove them; cattle 
remained a very few minutes in the centre of the street ; saw the cattle leave tlie 
street ; saw the cattle leave the street without any person following. Mr. M‘Clin- 
tock’s agent and the bailiffs were in charge of the cattle in the centre of the street, 
after their return from the bridge, but did not see any one in charge of them, 
immediately when tliey left it ; did not hear any one object to the cattle leaving the 
street. 

By a Juror : — The yeomen made no remarks to deponent, as he was passing the 
line on the return of the yeomanry to Newtown Barry; heard Johu Deacon 
a yeoman say, that he executed tlie evening very well ; returned from the pound 
with Mr. Feitus ; did not hear Mr. Feltus address his corps ; cannot say what the 
high language used by Captain Graham was; heard his voice but. could not 
distinguish the words ; deponent was not less than 30 yards from Captain Graham 
at this time ; there was such a row between the cows and the police, that deponent 
could, not hear what Captain Graham said. Heard no voices in the crowd, but 
the voices of garsoons ; heard no voices from crowd but garsoons, and could not 
tell what they said; he was 30 yards from. any of the party at that time. Saw. 
Captain John Brovvnc that day ; Captain Browne was below, or in or about the-, 
middle of the police ; at that time when Captain Graham was speaking there was.- 
no great distance between Captain Browne and Captain Graham ; Captain Browne 
appeared cool and collected ; Major Irwin did not tell deponent that all waS' 
settled, to drive home the cattle, nor hud deponent any conversation with Major 
Irwin on that day ; did not see Captain King when the firing commenced ; .had 
in .conversation with Captain King on that day, or ever in his life. 

By a Juror : — Deponent called out for Mr. M‘Clintock’s agent and bailiffs, and

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they not appearing, deponent desired the people to let go the cattle, and have no 
call to them. 

Doyle. 

Marks Devercux\ of Glasslackin, quarryman, being duly sworn : Saith on 
Saturday last was in Newtown Barry, saw the three head of cattle, that deponent 
believed had been distrained for tithes ; saw them coming down from Mr 
M‘Clintock’s avenue to the pound ; police liad them in charge ; Captain Kintr 
of the police and Captain Graham of the yeomanry were with them, the latter 
on horseback ; saw the police put the cattle into the pound ; after the cattle 
had been put into the pound, deponent saw Captain Graham proceed towards 
Newtown Barry with a drawn sword in his hand ; deponent was at a gate 
on the toe-track, about 20 perches at the town side of the pound ; heard 
Captain Graham say to the people present, beware, the police have a ball 
cartridge in their piece, and there will be more licro by and by with the 
same, and will cant the cattle in spite of all the people that are here; de- 
ponent said to Captain Graham that he, deponent, did not tlnnk that there 
was any man from this parish had any objections to cant them ; tliat deponent 
Uiought they would redress themselves by the law ; after that deponent went down 
to the pound ; heard Mr. Fcltus then asking the circum,stance.s of tlie case from 
the parishioners that were there. Moses Doyle and Joe Byrne told Mr. Pcltus 
the circumstance of it. Mr. Feltus asked them why they did not apply to the 
law ; they told him they did, that they had a counsel’s opinion on it ; then Moses 
Doyle told Mr. Feltus that they would abide by an arbitration if there was any 
one to carry the message to Mr. M'Clintock; Mr. Feltus said he would carry 
it himself ; then Moses Doyle said, the reference should !m to four men, and the 
two men that we shall choose shall be two minister’s sons, Mr. S. llaclcliffe and 
Mr, Robert Carey ; Mr. Feltus went on with the message towards Newtown 
Barry; after Mr. Feltus went away Captain Graham returned; before Mr. 
Feltus went away deponent heard him say to the people and jrolice, and all 
there, to be patient until he returned ; Captain Graham returned in the same 
military dress tliat he went off in, with a sword in his hand, and on horse- 
back, and stopped at the pound ; the yeomanry at this time were coming 
from Newtown Barry, and very near him ; when the yeomanry came to the 
spot where Captain Graham was standing, they ranked tliemsclve.s in a 
long line two deep fronting the Slaney; the police were at tliis time 
with their backs to Mr. M'Clintock’s, and fronting Newtown Barry; Captain 
Graham desired the cattle to be let out of the pound, and to drive them to 
Newtown Barry ; one of the parishioners in the rear, who.se person deponent 
whose name he is unacquainted with, asked Captain Graham to 
wait till Mr. Feltus s return; Captain Graham demanded tlie cattle out ; said he 
would cant them ; that every yeoman and policeman there had a ball cartridge in 
their piece ; after that a man of the name of John Doyle came up, who is a son 
oi Pat. Doyle the owner of the cattle, John Doyle said to (Jantain Graham, 
th^e arc many a man here going to the market, there are many a man here 
coming from the market, and there arc many a man here coining to buy 
anything but their hands; di.spcrse your yeo-

of curiosity, as deponent believes, and the yeomanry punclied tliem with their 
bayonets and desired them to keep back; be docs not mean to say that the 
yeomanry injured their lives, but believes that they hurt them. At this time 
every man that was stabbed or struck with a bayonet raised his band in a great 
passion, and askeil how dare they strike him with their bayonets ; deponent heard 
one man say, do you mean to let my gaits out, you rascal; after that, deponent 
saw a stone thrown weakly from the people in the direction of the yeomen ; after 
that deponent saw the people rushing* on the yeomanry, and they mixed with 
each other, and then saw two or three stones come from the people at the yeo- 
rtianrv ; after that deponent saw Captain Graham stoop his head down towards 
the pummel of bis saddle, and said, fire. A shot was let in an instant, after another 
shot. Deponent heard some one of the commanders say full into your ranks ; 
five or six shots were let after one another, cpiitc quick; after the first five or six 
shots were firetl heard a great number of shots fired ; there was a stop tlicn for 
about a second ; stopped for about a second, and then a great number of shots 
were fired. After that deponent saw some men falling, and some men shot; saw 
the. blood running from some of them ; cannot particularize any man by name who 
fired oil that occasion ; cannot identify one man more than another tliat fired, the 
firing .was so quick. The man who fired the first shot deponent did not .see, or 
the .second, the smoke rose so round him, and deponent was so frightened he 
retreated as well as he could, and lay against the road ditch, and could not tell 
who fired any of llie shots. Whilst deponent was against the ditch he saw a big 
boy, whom deponent believes to be one Ne'all, fall on las face, on the road, shot. 
Deponent saw afterwards a corpse which deponent believes to be the body of the 
man .who so fell; to the best of deponent’s belief it was from Captain Graham’s 
cprp.s, or men convenient to him or them that the first shot came ; means to say 
that, the first sliot came either from the yeomanry or police. Positively sailh 
that that shot did not come iroin the people. Deponent is equally certain that 
neither of the two next shots did not come from the people. Deponent then 
threw himself over the ditch, ran into a hut, ran out again, after a boy that depo- 
nent saw crossing the field, at the pound side of the road towards the grove ; that 
boys’ name was'l’at. Shcill ; another boy, of the name of .John Byrne, also ran in 
.the same field, and ieli. Wlicn lie came to the gate that leads into tlie wood, 

, heard shots at tlie time, but Byrne, who is since dead, told deponent that be wa.s 
wounded, and fell there from a wound he received on the road. When Byrne fell 
, deponent went into the wood ; when deponent went into the wood a man called 
^ to deponent that ho was wounded ; the man was walking ; deponent went up.> 
him.; asked him where he was wounded; lie said in the thigh ; that mail was. 
.Michael Connors, of Glasslacking. Met another hoy in the wood wounded 
in the ham, whom deponent does not know ; did not sec any other person in the 
wood that was wounded. Deponent came down into the town from the wood ; 
turned down Hyland Road again, the road leading to Enniscortliy ; saw a wounded 
person on the road near the lower cabins, grasping the gravel on the road as it m 
pain ; his wife was sitting by him crying ; deponent asked her who he was ; his 
wife cried out, Oh, IMark.s, don't yon know him ; be is my husband . Deponent 
asked was that Will Rogan ; it is, says she, don’t you know him. Deponent 
a.sked her what killed him; she replied, Oh they shot him, they shot him. 
Where are his belts or gun, said deponent ; she said she did not know who 
took them. Deponent then went about the roads and fields among the dead aild 
, wounded ; the dead and wounded deponent saw were on the road, and holds next 
the Slaney. Did not see any of the people fire a shot that day. Did not see 
more than a small walking stick, or a crop of a whip with a thong to it. 



The Court having adjourned this day at the hour of five o clock to that often on 
the following, re-as.serablcd on this morning, 2,5th of June i b3 1 , at the hour ap- 
pointed, and proceeded to hear the several depositions, as tliey iollow. 

By Counsellor Robinson Resides at Glasslacking, about a mile and a half 
from this town ; came to the town on Saturday with a horse and car for the pur- 
-pose of going to Pat. Doyle's, ofTombrick, for some potatoes; the road to 1 at 
Doyle’s is by the pound ; had not the horse and car with bun at the tune of 
the affray at the pound ; put them into an arch here m the town. Deponent 
wept dowm to the pound, iiaving left his horse and car in the town, for

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the purpose of seeing some of Pat. Doyle’s family, and to inquire from 
them whether deponent should go for tlie potatoes ; Put. Doyle lives in 
Tombrick; where Pat. Doyle lives is more than two miles from the pound 
After he had put the horse and car into the archway he met .some persons on tlie 
road whom lie asked if they saw any of tlie Doyles ; they said that some of the 
Doyles were down the road towards the pound ; tliey did not tell deponent what 
the Doyles were doing there at the pound ; when deponent w’cnt down he saw 
about 6o or 70 persons, countrymen, at the pound, and many more in several 
places on the road between the town and the pound ; deponent .saw about 400 
persons, men women and children, exclusively of tho.se at the pound, going back- 
wards and forwards on the road ; Saturday was a market-day. At the time Captain 
Graham made use of the expres.sions to the people, viz. Beware, the police have 
ball cartridge in their pieces, and there will be more here with the same kind 
the people were all quiet, and no shouting; Captain King was at the pound at 
this time, and a man with a white surtout, and pockmarked, ami a case of pistols 
in his hand ; believes his name to be Byrne, thinks him to be a waitingman on 
Captain King; at this time deponent was o[)posite the pound; deponent was 
standing then at the pound ; when Captain Graham returned the men of New- 
town Barry yeomanry were the first who came up to the pound after Captain 
Graham from the town. No yeomanry came up to the pound before Captain 
Graham at tliis time ; Captain Graham desired the cattle to be let out of the 
pound; no persons at this time were making any noise or disturbance at or about 
the pound, except a few boys about eight or twelve years old, that were making 
a noise among themselves ; about a minute after it was that he, deponent, heard 
Captain King ask Captain Graham to read the Riot Act; at this time also, the 
people were quite peaceable and quiet ; at this time there was no altercation or no 
disturbance going between the people and Captain Graham or the police, except 
what deponent has already stated ; there was no row at this time going on at the 
pound between the police or any other person. The Newtown Barry yeomanry 
wheeled next after Captain Graham ; there was no space between Captain 
Graham and the police ; Captain Graham liad just room to walk, as appeared to 
deponent, to the Newtown Barry yeomanry, with whose persons deponent is 
acquainted, were the persons immediately following Captain Graliani ; docs not 
know what other corps followed Captain Graham ; Uie other corps made a move- 
ment to wheel after the Newtown Barry corps, and in the act of doing so the 
people rushed forward. The principal part of the yeomanry that punched the 
people were the Newtown Barry corps ; but some of the people who were punched 
deponent does not say were rusliing on, but moving close to the yeomanry, and 
were closing on the yeomanry ; the yeomaury desired them to keep back ; deponent 
says that in his opinion the yeomanry did not draw the blood of any man with 
their bayonets, but m deponent’s opinion that tliey must have hurt them ; at this 
deponent was standing in the road, about a perch from the pound, at the town 
side, looking after the crowd ; deponent means by the crowd the police, the 
yeomanry and the people that were going on towards the town ; at this time depo- 
nent saw the first stone thrown, it came from a little in the rear of deponent j 
deponent saw the people that were before him then rushing on the yeomanry : 
deponent saw then only two or three stones thrown at the yeomanry ; depo- 
nent means to say he saw two or three stones and no more thi-own at tlie yeomanry ; 
at this there was noise and confusion, but not much ; did not see a man of the 
name of Jordan then with stones ; all the yeomanry at this lime were before 
deponent , Captain Graham was embodied in his corps in the place deponent has 
described near the police, deponent at this time had not moved froni the place 
where he had been standing, about a perch from the pound ; the cattle and police 
at this time had got about 12 perches from the pound towards Newtown Barry ; 
the noise and confusion continued at this time, and at this time it was deponent

Deponent thinks that from the first shot to the last, the 
firing might have lasted about five minutes; deponent ran back from the spot 
where he stood into the hut where he took shelter ; that hut is at the other side of 
the pound, furthest from Newtown Barry ; saw Captain John Browne there, knows 
him ; saw' him before the first shot was fired ; did not notice him afterwards ; did 
not hear any shot from the time deponent reached the gate of the wood.

John Corrin, of Glasslacking, slate dresser, being duly sworn : Saith, was in 
Newtown Barry last Saturday; saw three heifers coming up the road, that 
deponent was informed were Paddy Doyle’s cattle coming to be canted ; they 
were coming to be canted from the pound of Newtown Barry; the cattle were 
at this time in the care of James Gregan and Ned Swayne, bailiffs; saw 
the said cattle afterwards in the pound. After, deponent saw the cattle in 
the pound, deponent next saw them on the road about two perches from 
the pound, towards Newtown Barry; saw them with the police after them; 
did not mind; saw no person commanding the police at the time; saw 
Captain (rraluim, who appeared to depotxeiit to have the command. He, 
Captain Graham, was on horseback, with a naked sword in his hand ; saw people 
talking to Captain Graham, but deponent w'as not near enough to him to hear 
what passed; saw yeomen there, beside the police, armed; saw the yeomen 
stabbing with their bayonets at the people ; tlie people made answer that they had 
as good toleration on the road as they had ; did not hear the yeomen desire the 
people to .stand back ; saw the people at that time taking up stones ; deponent 
means at the time they were stabbing at them with their bayonets; at that time 
deponent saw a small pebble of a stone thrown up into the air from behind der 
ponent, it fell above deponent on the road ; saw the yeomen do nothing after 
prodding the people with their bayonets, until he heard Captain Graham give 
orders to fire ; saw stones thrown by the people after Captain Graham gave 
orders to fire ; at the very time Captain Graham gave orders to-fire, deponent saw 
stones thrown ; saw Captain Graham stoop down to the yeomen, and at that 
lime gave orders to fire. At that very moment deponent heard a shot, after this 
shot heard a shot, and two more quick after it. After this deponent threw him- 
self over the ditcli ; after tumbling over the ditch deponent was in a great fright; 
and deponent heard a great number of shots as if it was a clap of thunder. There 
were shots after that but cannot tell how many ; two or three more together. Saw 
no one fall, but on casting his eye I'rom the top of the ditcli deponent saw a man 
lying on the road with his hat about three yards from him ; did not know that 
man. During the course of that day after deponent saw a great number of dead, 
dying and wounded persons ; saw one woman lying in the ditch wounded, her 
finger shot oft’ ; deponent raised her up, when she informed him, deponent, that 
she was also wounded in the belly ; knows she is since dead ; her name was 
Mulrooney ; knows her to have been the wife of John Mulrooney ; cannot say 
who fired the first shots ; the shots came from in or about where Captain Graham 
was at that time. The yeomen were about Captain Graham at that time, the side 
of the ditch. Deponent threw himself over ; was at the Slaney side of the road, in 
the grass-field ; cannot tell the names of any of the men round Captain Graham 
at that time ; knew a man of the name of Jiogan: believes his name was Will; 
does not know how Rogan came to his death, if it was not the same as the rest 
were shot ; did not see Rogan fall. 

By Mr. Robinson: — Thinks Captain Graham was middle ways in the yeomen 
when he heard him give orders to fire ; cannot say whether it was near or far 
from the police; did not know but they were a piece asunder, there were so 
many persons on the road ; there was a great crowd of yeomen at the time about 
Captain Graham ; there was a great deal of people on the ditches, that was the 
quietest time deponent saw the people on that day in regard of noise ; there was no 
shouting at that time, viz. the time Captain Graham gave orders to fire; deponent 
was within a few yards standing behind Captain Graham ; there were some of the 
yeomen behind deponent at that time nearer the pound ; cannot say whether the 
first shot came from the side of the road next the Slaney, or from the opposite 
side ; at the time Captain Graham gave the orders to fire his horse s head was 
turned towards Newtown Barry, and Captain Graham’s face was turned towards 
Newtown Barry, and Captain Graham turned his face sideways to the yeomeli

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whenTie gave tlie orders to fire ; Captain Graliam did not speak out very loud; 
deponent cannot say whether there were more than 20 stones tlirown from the 
people at the yeomanry at the time Captain Graham gave tlie orders to fire ; can- 
not say whether there were 20, or more or less than 20 stones thrown ; did not 
see any of these stones strike the yeomanry or the police ; did not see any person 
knocked down by a stone tlirown ; deponent followed the cattle on that clay to the 
pound from curiosity, seeing all the people coming backwards and forwards, de- 
ponent followed the yeomanry out there ; deponent followed the yeomanry out of 
the town, thinking they were going to cant the cattle on the cross roads. 

By a. Juror: — Was in Newtown Barry before the cattle left it; deponent left 
Newtown Barry with the cattle on the way towards the pound before the yeomen 
left it; deponent went as far as Mr. hl'Clintock's hme after the cattle, and de- 
ponent returned to Newtown Barry, where ho remained until the yeomanry left 
the town ; did not hear any shouting from the people when the yeomanry were 
leaving Newtown Barry on their way to the pound ; was after the yeomanry when 
leaving the town ; deponent does not know the name of any person who threw 
stones on that day; deponent saw no disposition on the part of tlie people to 
rescue the cattle on that day; Captain Graham when ho gave orders to fire was 
on the Slaney side of the road, viz.- the side of the road on which deponent w as at 
the time Captain Graham gave the orders to fire.

JosqJiBynie, of Ballinavoran, fanner; Was in Newtown Barry on Saturday 
the 18th instant; saw cattle belonging to Pat. Doyle under seizure for tithes due 
to Mr. M‘Clintock, which deponent thinks was an illegal demand, not for an 
overciiargc of the tithes, the parish being under a composition, but inasmuch as 
Mr. M‘Ciiutock had been for all titiics due up to May last, and the following 
gale deponent says would not be due until November next ; there was no rescue 
or attempt to rescue the cattle on said day ; deponent, if .such liad taken place, 
had full opportunity, and must have seen it; Mose.s Doyle, in the presence of 
deponent, demanded an auction of the cattle; saw the said cattle goino- to the 
pound and come out of it; the cattle were in charge of the police ; saw no person 
rescue or attempt to rescue the cattle at or near tlie pound ; .saw C-ajitain Kino- 
of the police with them, and also saw Captain Graham ; Captain Graliam was on 
hoiseback with a drawn sword in his hand; heard Captain Graham say to the 
people, (hsper.se, Captain King bid him, Captain Graliam, read the Riot Act; 
Captain Graham said he would not, bat lie would read the riirht net ; at this time 
deponent thinks the police were next Captain Graham ; Captain Graliaiii also said 
that the arms there were loaded with powder and ball ; and that if tliey would not 
disperse immediately they should he discharged. kVlien deponent heard that 
word he drew up from where he stood in consequence of tlii.s, tlicn towards 
Newtown Barry, and shortly afterwards heard a shot, very shortly after lie lieard 
other shots ; deponent was frightened, and drew away as fast as lie could. 
Immediately yter the heavy firing, deponent heard a great many scattering shots; 
saw a man iall before him, deponent, when tlie lieavy firing went on ; saw a man 
ot the name of Doyle, since dead, whom deponent believes to liavo been the 
man that fell before on the road; cannot tell the name of any person whom he 
saw fire a shot; cannot tell from whom the first shots came ; did not hear any one 
give orders to fire ; it might have been given without deponent’s hearing It. 

By the Com-t Deponent was within Steven or ten yards of Captain Graham 
before the first shots were fired, about a minute and a half before ; after tliis 
and -before h^ deponent heard the shot fired, he, deponent, went a further 
distance fiom Captain Graham ; deponent was at the time the first shot was fired 
TT t I Graham ; does not know from what body of

in difrnoTof il' ' -There was a great many people on the road, and 

in the front of the pound ; when deponent lieard Captain Graham say the words

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deposed to, there was noise at that time, a good deal of noise, some shouting ; 
cannot say how many men shouting; between women, men and garcoons there were 
100 about the pound; ihere were more people between men, women, garcoons 
and children there, than there were police and yeomanry ; means about the pound 
and the road ; saw no stones thrown, but there might have been stones thrown 
without deponent seeing them ; there was so many people round the pound that 
things might liappen without deponent seeing it; did not see a stone thrown 
the whole of that day ; deponent was between 14 and 20 yards from the pound 
when the cattle were driven out ; deponent was in front of the cattle, coming 
from the pound on their return to Newtown Barry ; did not see Captain Graham 
at the time the first shot was fired ; was about 1 7 or 20 yards from the pound at 
the time the first shot was fired ; the cattle and tlie police were after deponent; 
believes the cattle and police were not 1 7 yards from the pound at the time the 
first shot was fired ; does not know from whence the first shot came, 01* how near 
to deponent, but is certain it was from behind him ; deponent has no doubt but 
that he, Captain Graham, made use of the words deponent has stated, these were 
the exact words to the best of deponents belief and knowledge that were made 
use of by Captain Graham at that time ; before the cattle left the town 
there was a great crowd round the cattle, and there was some shouting; the 
cattle left tlie town of their own accord ; cannot say whether there were not 
people with them ; some of the people were passing backwards and forwards, 
it being market-day ; the people were shouting and making a noise at the time. 

By a Juror Heard Moses Doyle ask Mr. John Ralph who was the auctioneer 
to cant the cattle, Jolm Ralph said, Ned Swaine; bring him, viz. Ned Swaineout, 
•says Doyle, and let them be canted, and you will find you will have as peace- 
able a cant as ever was in Newtown Barry. J. Ralph made no reply, and went 
away for about 20 minutes, then the cattle went of!', the crowd opened, and the 
cattle were allowed to go away without being driven ; saw no person driving 
them at tliat time; when the cattle left the crowd there was no person driving 
them ; saw no person driving them ; in two minutes after the cattle left the crowd, 
heard some persons say, let the people withdraw, and let the cattle where they 
like, if lho.se in charge of them do not mind them ; cannot say who tTie person was 
that said so ; when the first shot was fired deponent was at the river side of the 
road; thinks the first shot was fired somewhere on the road behind deponent's 
back; deponent did not look behind him when the first shot was fired; did not 
see any countrymen with arms on that day; did not see any country people with 
stones in their hands ; the yeomanry were stationed two deep at the Newtown 
Barry side of the pound ; is certain the Newtown Barry corps were nearest New- 
town Barry for a time before the firing commenced, or some of them ; deponent 
cannot say whether he had passed the yeomanry or not at the time the first shot 
was fired; deponent was in a great fright at the time ; deponent cannot say whe- 
ther the yeomanry had changed their position or not, it was not that, he deponent 
was minding ; at the time of the heavy firing deponent was running away towards 
Newtown Barry ; deponent believes that none ot the people of the parish to whicli 
deponent belongs, and which was the parish the cattle belonged to, came in with 
arms or with any intent to resist the sale of the cattle, as they intended to redress 
themselves by the law ; docs not believe that any ot the people of the parishes of 
Kilrush, Cloiiegall, Ballindaggin or any other parish whatsoever, came in with an 
intent to oppose the sale of the cattle, when the cattle came over from the bridge 
to the centre of the street, John Ralph was called upon to cant the cattle, Ralpli 
disappeared, and the cattle went oil. 

By Mr. Costelloe:— Saw several men and boys in coloured clothes, with arms in 
their hands, that stood along with the yeomen ; but cannot say whether all of them 
had cross-belts or not, but some of tliem had, or whether they belonged to the 
yeomen or not. 

By a Juror Did not see the yeomen make any use of their bayonets, but they 
might have done it unknown to him. 

Joseph Byrne. 

James Dillon, sub-constable of tbe police of the Newtown Batty statron, being 
duly sworn : Saith, was on duty on Saturday the 18th; was employed on that 
day in discharge of his duty, to take charge of three small heifers on the road, 
and to put them into the pound; found the cattle on the Enniscorthy road, 
342. C3 
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beyond the pound; when deponent crime up with tlie cattle on the road, ho saw 
them stopped by Captain Graham, who was on horseback ; liad a handkerchief 
in his hand at that time ; there were no country people whore deponent stopped 
the cattle, excepting a few persons coming into market ; put tin: cattle peaceahlv 
in pound ; deponent and his comrades of the police, to the amount of about 
30, remained at the pound ; Captain Graham rode to Newtown Barry, and 
returned with, as deponent heard, parts of four corjis of yeomen ; believes there 
might be a liimdred yeomen present ; there might be more, Init deponent will 
not say it ; after a few minutes after Captain Graham retiinied, the cattle were 
taken out of the pound by his orders, and given in charge to the police • the 
cattle were driven on the road towards Newtown Barry by the [lolice, some of 
them going before the cattle, and more beliind tlie cattle ; drove the cattle 
without opposition or resistance past the yeomen ; after dejimient passed the 

yeomen he heard a shot ; heard one shot first, one or two immediately after- 

wards ; heard a great number of shots afterwards ; after tliat heard n few siimje 
shots, one by one ; whilst the firing continued, deponent heard a ball or two pass 
very close, whizzing by him ; deponent felt liiinself in danger ; heard some of 
them say of the police, kneel down ; Captain King, his commanding officer said 
that a ball passed very near liim, remarking tliat lie. Captain King, Innl escaped 
that; at this time the yeomen were in rear of police, liotwccn tlicm and the 

poiincl ; deponent saw no firearms with any person lint the yeomen and 

police ; saw Mr, White, Captain Graliam’s tutor, at a distance I'rimi him ■ did 
not see anything in ids liand, Mr. Wliite was at a distance I'rom him ; deponent 
is seven years and seven or eight months in tlie police, all tliat time deponent has 
been in the county Wexford police; is not a county Wexford man, but is 
married to a county Wexford woman, from the parish of liaiinow, ,•50 miles from 
Newtown Barry. 

By Counsellor Robinson Deponent bad |iassed tlie yeomen a little distance 
before the first shot was fired ; deponent was on tile road .standiiiw still at the 
time of the general volley, when he, deponent, heard the Iniliets pa.ssiinr‘|,i„, . 
deponent believes that the first shot that was fired was in the rear of the yimiiien ■ 
cannot say by whom that shot was; was standing on the wood side of the road’ 
the left hand side of the road coming to Newtown Barry ; cannot .say where the 
shots came from ; whether from right or left, but thinks they came from hk 



By a Juror The police marched out that morning in a boily, commanded by 
Captain King ; before deponent retook the cattle, the police got orders to prime 
and load with hall cartridge ; deponent marched to the pound, or a little hit below 
It; beiore they loaded met a good number of people, at that time there miglit be 
100 about deponent, including men, women and children; ihcre was not much 
noise or shouting at the time; the people did not follow the police, after they 
had primed and loaded ; cannot conceive the reason why he was ordered to prime 
and load; on hiymval back at the pound with the cattle, found the bulk of the 
pcop e there. The police remained at the pound until the yeomen arrived from 
Newtown Barry ; there was a great crowd about the pound, but no inclination on 

to Newtown Barry, instead of being put into the pound ; thinks a great deal of 
people came with the yeomanry from Newtown Barry; heard very little shouting

police came out of the field on the road ; before the entire of the crowd; 

coming 
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coming against the police had passed them, the police; cannot identify any person 
who lived a shot on that day, there were five people behind a ditch, lying- close to 
the ditch, three of the yeomen stept foi-wavd and presented their firelocks in 
a slanting manner at the persons lying beliind the ditch ; that deponent rescued; 
knows two of the persons who were then lying behind the ditch, but does not 
know any of the three yeomen who were going to fire ; deponent cried out 
murder, murder, not to shoot the men, he deponent knew them ; the yeomen did 
not fire on those persons, the yeomanry were about four yards from the people they 
so presented at tliat time; this took place at the Newtown Barry end of the 
yeomen, at tlie pound side of the road, the ditch is about two feet and a half or 
three feet high. 

By the Court : — If deponent were in the same position with yeomen, and dis- 
charged his piece, thinks it would take cflect on the people that were lying 
behind the ditch ; saw no yeomanry officer at that time, but saw some of them 
during the firing in the rear; knows them to be yeomanry officers by their uni- 
form ; saw two yeomanry officers, Captain Richards and another; cannot say 
where the cattle went after the firing commenced; after the firing commenced 
the police stood still on the road , deponent does not know where the cattle went, 
as they broke away ; deponent tlnnks the police would have brought the cattle up 
from the pound without the assistance of the yeomanry ; did not hear any person 
tell his officer that there would be danger ; saw the people in Newtown Barry on 
that day doing their business as usual ; does not think there were more people in 
town on that market day, viz. Saturday i8th inst. than other market days j con- 
siders last Saturday a larger market ; deponent has seen many larger markets 
than either of the two last markets, during his time in Newtown Barry. Saw no 
appearance of riot amongst the people on that clay until he, deponent, heard the 
shots firing; deponent heard single shots fired after the people were running away, 
and saw people fall, but cannot say whether they were shot or not. Knoivs the 
Serjeant of the Myshall police ; his name is Kilfoyle ; did not see him, Kilfoyle, 
at all during the firing; deponent believes the firing lasted about four or five 
minuets ; deponent was near Captain King at the time the police were ordered 
into the field ; does not recollect any conversation between Captain King and 
Captain Graham at that time ; did not see Captain Graham at that time; did not 
see any of the yeomen cross the road ditch at the time of the fire, from the dis- 
tance deponent was from the rear of the line next to Enniscorthy ; on his way to 
Newtown Barry with the cattle there might have been a great crowd; stones 
thrown and rioting at that, and without deponent’s knowledge.

The Rev. fValtcr Ilore, ofNewlands, county Wexford; being called upon by 
Mr. Robinson, and being duly sworn : Saith, is rector of the parish of Kilvush, in 
the county of Wexford. Recollects Saturday the i8th inst; was coming into 
Newtown Barry that day on horseback, for the jiurpose of attending the court oi 
petty sessions at Newtown Barry ; knows where the Newtown Barry pound is ; 
on coming immediately up to the pound, just immediately at the other side of it 
deponent saw a large body of police drawn up, from 20 to 40. Deponent saw 
a good many country people standing near the police ; this was just before de- 
ponent came up to the pound ; the jioiice appeared strangers to the deponent, 
and did not ask them any questions, although he, deponent, was surprised to see 
them there; deponent rode on towards the town, passed by the pound, and 
Blake’s house; when riding on a few paces at the town side of the pound, 
deponent met Mr. Derenzy, of Clonegal; deponent rode up to him and 
asked him what was all this for, or words to that effect; was answered by 
Mr. John Derenzy, that it was for the sale of cattle for tithes due to Mr. M'Clin- 
tock. Deponent then rode on towards the town, and saw immediately before 
him a large body of army, as deponent supposed, coming from the town. Depo- 
nent was at this time about 40 or 50 paces from Blake’s house towards the town. 
Was riding towards the town, and deponent perceived Captain Graham on the 
right of the armed party on horseback ; deponent pulled up quietly and rode up 
to Captain Graham, and said to him, what is this for, or something to that effect; 
Captain Graham told deponent he was coming there to protect some cattle from 
the pound into the town. Captain Graham did not stop, and deponent wheeled 
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his pony round and went towards the town. Just as deponent reac-lied the end 
of the line of soldiers, deponent heard the word “Halt.” ^Attlio endoftheline 
nearest the town; deponent saw Doctor Hyde as an ofl/ocr ot the Newtown 
Barry yeomanry corps. Deponent rode up to him, and saiil he was sorry to see 
him there, or in such a situation. Deponent then attempted to ride on to the 
town, but found it impossible, from the crowd of country people that were around 
deponent ; a great crowd came along- with the soldiers, and they appeared to be 
runnincr along the ditches and along the road. Besides their crowding around 
deponent, deponent saw a very large column or mass of country peojile coming 
as from the town. Deponent saw it was quite in vain to get into the town, and 
he turned his pony about and stood next to Doctor Hyde ; tlic crowd at this time , 
were extremely riotous, they were shouting and walking about with stick.s, evi- 
dently showing them. Saw one man, who was addrcs.scd by the name of Tonty 
with a large stick in his hand of peeled oak ; one of the crowd asked him, “ Tom, 
what have you that for?” he said he was lame, and it would bo of use to him to- 
day. It appeared to de|X)iient he was not lame, but was speaking in a jesting 
manner. Saw many other sticks in the hands of others of the crowd ; they ap- 
peared to be large walking-sticks. At this time deponent heard others of tlie 
country people say, that the boys were coming, and that there uoiihl ho Jilenty; 
at that time deponent remarked that they ridiculed the yeomanry, saying that they 
were a straight set of boy.s, and all ready, and that they hud brought tlie doctor 
with them, and that they would want him. 'I'lic next thing tliat deponent ob- 
served was, that there ivas a great confusion next the pound ; deponent looked and 
saw Captain Graham on horseback near the people, next the pouml, and ap- 
peared to be addressing the people, and, as ilcponent thought, endeavouring 
to quiet them. Deponent next saw the police, as it were, opening a little to 
let the cattle out of the pound. Deponent saw two or three head of little 
black cattle; at this time the row abont the pound wa.s very great indeed, 
and the noise tremendous ; the noise of shouting, such as a concourse of riotous 
people would make. Deponent then perceived the )>ollcc driving the cattle 
at a quick pace towards the end of the line where deponent was standing; 
as soon as the police came up with deponent, deponent wheeled his pony 
round, considering it to be the best way to get into the town. When riding 
along with the police a few paces, deponent heard a very groat noise be- 
behind him, deponent, as deponent thought the clashing of ann.s together ; depo- 
nent looked round and saw the yeomanry inarching after the noi.se and shouting 
still continued. Deponent then perceived three or four large stones coming from 
the field opposite the pound, as deponent thought, the stones fell in amongst the 
yeomen or hit them, deponent cannot say which ; deponent rode llien a few paces 
on with the police towards the town, and heard then a shot, deponent looked 
round upon hearing the shot, and saw the yeomanry in the rear in great confusion, 
the crowd pressing round them, and in the centre of the crowd, and all saw the 
smoke as deponent conceives of the shot floating over the centi'c of the crowd ; 
the impression on deponent’s mind was that he could not say whether that .shot 
came from the yeomanry, the police, or the crowd, they were all thrown into 
such complete confusion ; deponent means tliat part of them next the crowd at 
the time that the shot was fired; the noise and the shouting was continuing; 
cannot account for the clashing of the arms; believes that it proceeded from the 
stone.s striking the muskets; the shots frightened deponent’s pony very much, 
which made deponent turn about in his saddle, when deponent heard another 
shot, this second shot came from behind deponent. 'I'liis second shot made the 
pony plunge, and deponent then heard another shot, when deponent’s pony 
plunged forward and threw himself down. Deponent, whilst wrestling with the 
pony, immediately deponent heard a volley fired in the rear of deponent ; depo- 
nent got up immediately upon his legs, and jumped upon a little wall or ditch, 
in order to see vvhere the police were, that he, deponent might I'ojoia them ; 
when deponent was on the ditch saw the whole back of the ditch lined with 
countrymen, lying down ; deponent then walked parallel with the road towards, 
Newtown Barry ; the first gap deponent saw, he walked out on the road ; that gap- 
was not many paces, aboutioorii, from vvhere deponent got up on the ditch ; 
somebody then came uji to deponent, and asked him if he was hurt ; deponent said 
no ; deponent then walked to the school-house, and passing by, somebody pulled 
film in io see it hg ,dcponeot, was hurt ; dcpoiieiit, in about. a minute after,' insisted 
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on going out; the people in the honse endeavoured to prevent deponent goinw 
out, but tleponcnt insisted on going out, and went out on the road in about a minute 
after; when deponent went out he perceived, passing to school-house, yeomen 
going on to tlic town. The firing had ceased before deponent got out of the 
field in the road ; in deponents opinion the firing, from the first to the last shot 
did not continue more than two minutes and a half, or thereabouts ; when depo- 
nent came out from the house, his attention wa.s attracted by seeing Captain 
Graham assisting a person, who said he was wounded, on his horse. Deponent 
saw a crowd of |)cople walking on the road at the side of the yeomen next depo- 
nent. Deponent docs not mean to .say that the crowd, upon his coming out of 
the house, was so numerous as it was before deponent went into tlie house. Kuow.s 
a man of the name of Nicholson ; he was not one of the yeomen ; saw him that 
day. Deponent saw Nicholson in the town aftei'wards, wounded; did not see 
Nicholson at the time he was wounded. Knows Mr. .John Derenzy, of Clonegal, 
whom deponent saw at the pound, to be a magistrate. 

• By Mr. Costelloe i — When deponent came near tlie pound, saw between 20 and 
40 policemen ; saw a good many country people at some distance, not in a body, 
and scattered; at that period there was a little shouting; deponent distinctly 
heard some shouts ; the shouting continued progressively to increase, as he thinks, 
from the time deponent first heard it up to the time deponent heard the first shot 
fired; to the best of deponent’s belief he saw IMr. Feltus thci’e on the road that 
day, but not being acquainted witli liim at that time, is not certain ; deponent was 
next to the police ; the yeomen were between him, deponent and the pound ; 
whilst deponent was in this position, he lieard what he considers to be the clashing 
of arms together, the clashing was very great. Deponent turned, conceiving from 
the noise tliat the country people hud clo.scd in on the yeomen and police, and 
had come to close (piavtcrs ; deponent’s imjiression then was that the country 
people were attacking them with sticks ; deponent shortly changed that opinion;' 
in the course of the entire day deponent saw no fire-arms with the country people ; 
the deponent’s reason for changing his opinion was, that on turniug round deponent 
Saw three or four stones coming from the field opposite the pound, evidently falling 
among the yeomen, and deponent then conceived that it was stones striking the 
muskets that made the noise ; deponent saw no other specific assault except the 
throwing of the stones and the rushing of the people on the yeomanry ; does not 
mean to say other stones were not thrown, but deponent saw none ; about a minute 
after these stones were thrown, (.Icponcnt heard the first shot; about half a minute 
after deponent heard the second ; heard the third immediately after the second ; 
the first shot appeared to deponent from seeing the smoke on the road to be from' 
where the people, yeomanry and some of the police mingled; cannot tell where 
the second and third shots came from, the second and third shots might liave 
come from the grove at the other side of the Slaney ; is confident they might; if 
deponent had been asked on his direct examination, whether the second shot was 
from behind liim he might have said it was ; the grove nin.s along the edge of the 
river, so a.s that where deponent w as ; the grove reached deponent’s rear ; after the 
second and third .shot deponent heard a volleyj and then some odd .shots; the 
people who were lying down at the back of tlie ditch appeared to deponent to be 
lying there for self-preservation ; wliilst in that position they could not assail any 
one. Deponent would comsidor it was a very bloody and sanguinary act to shoot 
them in that position ; would consider any policeman who would prevent yeomen 
from shooting men in that position a humane man, and in so doing deponent would 
Consider he was doing no more than liis duty. Deponent thought the yeomen 
were soldiers, they looked so mililary-like ; those that deponent first saw were in- 
new uniforms, and looked very like soldiers; a,s they marched up to deponent he 
perceived they were yeomen, from seeing some in coloured clothes ; and deponent 
was confirmed in his belief when the yeomen halted, from their not all turn- 
ing to their officers. Deponent heard there was a great number of the people 
killed and wounded, and also heard there was a yeoman killed and several 
wounded. Deponent saith that the crowd walking with the yeomen from where 
deponent joined them at the school-house after the firing, were many of them 
townspeople wliom deponent knew, as he spoke to some. Deponent cannot form 
any belief as to the number of that crowd, because they were walking with depo- 
nent-; from their M'alking with him, deponent would consider this crowd was on. 
friendly terms w’ith the yeomanry ; did not hear them conversing with the 
342. D yeomanry; 
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yeomanry; deponent believes that the other erowd wore dispersed; did not 
bear the crowd with the yoomen speak at all of the carnap'o, did iu)t hear the 
yeomen themselves talk about it; from the stones that wore thrown, and the rush 
of the people on the yeomanry, deponent conceives that the lirin*x was inevitable, 
blit no mail laments the sacrifice of human life more tlian the deponent. Considers 
the commanding ofHcer of the yeomen as capable of forming an opinion on that 
subject as weli as the deponent; deponent considers that if the oflieers who 
commanded the men were present, and commanded the men nut to fire, that they 
would not perform their duty in doing- so ; deponent considm-s that if tlie officers 
had seen what he deponent saw, and believed as deponent did, tlmt it was the 
intention of tlie people to disarm the yeomanry, that a greater suerifice of human 
life would have ensued if the yeomanry had not fired ; that belief was formed 
from what deponent saw on that occasion. Wiicn the word liall front was given, 
deponent saw some of the yeomanry turn in irregularly ; deponent doe.s not think 
that was regular discipline ; deponent thinks that men who liad evinced tlic irre- 
gularity ob.sei'ved by this deponent to have been committed on the part of the 
yeomanry might he capable of observing discijiline in the conflict that followed. 
Deponent thinks it unjustifiable to lire at any one crouching under ditches, huthe 
would think it justifiable in a yeoman firing at iicrsons niiming away whom lie had 
fired at before, if he considered them as.sailants ; deponent docs lliink that two or 
three of the old 1-e.sideiit magistrates that were known to the people if they were 
present could not have kept the peojilc witliin bouud.s.

The Court having adjourned on this day, Monday the 27II1 instant, at the lioiir 
of half past seven o’clock to that of 10 on the following morning; rc-a.s.sembled 
on this morning the 28th instant, at tlie appointed hour, to hear the several 
depositions as they follow. 



John Meijlard, of Newtown Harry, labourer, being duly sworn: Saith, he lives 
in Newtown Barry; was wounded on Saturday the 18th in.stnnt, by a ball pa.ssing 
from under his shoulder behind, and out at the collur-bono ; dc{)oncnt was in 
such a position at the time, as that he could sec the man who shot him ; knows 
the man who shot him ; his name is Alec. Jordan; Alec. Jordan of the Newtown 
Barry yeomanry, to the best of deponent’s knowledge ; he was throe or four 
perches from Alec. Jordan when he shot him, deponent ; Alec. Jordan was 
by himself when he, .Iordan, shot deponent ; he, Alec. Jordan, was at that time 
ten or eleven yards singled out from the rest of the yeomen; at their back, on 
the foot-path \ the other yeomen at the time were in ranks in the middle of the 
road, with their laces to the river ; did not hear another shot fired after that, for 
a quarter of an hour, to the best of bis knowledge ; deponent did not fall when 
he received the wound ; deponent went down beyond the pound, and turned 
down towards Brewery-lane bridge; in about 10 minutes got over into Mr. 
Kennedy s field, and crept on his hands and feet to a little bank, where deponent 
remained ; walked to Peter Fenlon’s after having remained in the field for an 
hour; after deponent was dressed by Doctor Boyse in bis mother’s house, depo- 
nent was put to bed, and remained there ever since ; did not sec any other 
person fall on that day, but on his way home, saw numbers of people lying in the 
ditch on the broad of their backs ; does not know whether they were killed or 
wounded. While deponent was lying m Mr. Kennedy’s field, he could hear the 
shots flying over his, deponent’s head ; did not offer the slightest injury or 
oftence to Alec. Jordan previously to his being shot; deponent heard Jordan say 
to hirn, before he, deponent, was shot, Meylard, stand back or I will shoot you ; 
tor what, Alec., said deponent, did I ever offend one beloim-ino- to you ; Alec. 
Jordan said, no matter, I will take your life if I can, for what has^passed a month

deponent’s shoulder; there were no other shots fired at that time; that was the 
first shot that deponent heard fired that day; deponent was standing in Mr. 
Ulake’s buwn near the pound ; deponent was shot in Blake’s bawn near the 
pound; deponent was standing in or about a yard off the road in Blake’s bawn, 
the yeomanry was standing at tliat time about ten perches nearer to Newtown 
Barry than the pound, and were facing the river; the bawn lies at the same side 
of the road the yeomanry were at ; all the yeomanry were standing in line at that 
time ; deponent saw tlic police at that time ; the police were not marching at that 
time, they were waiting for orders to bring tlie cattle to the town ; all the yeo- 
manry were standing there at the time with their backs to tlie foot-path and 
fronting the Slaney at this time ; tliere was no noise nor shouting, viz. at the time 
deponent I’cccivcd the ball ; there was no shouting, to deponent’s knowledge, be- 
fore he deponent received the shot ; saw stones tlirown, about five or six, from 
five or six gai'coons standing on the ditch opposite tlie pound, the Slaney side of 
the road ; was in Newtown Barry on Priday, the fair-day ; was carrying a placard ; 
cannot read or write; does not know what was on the placard, got it from 
Doyle’s son, the son of the man that owned the cows, who promised to give de- 
ponent a shilling for carrying the placard through the streets from the hour of 
twelve till half-past three. The man who gave deponent the placard was older 
than deponent ; did not carry that j)lacard in tlie town at all on Saturday ; did 
not carry any other placard on Saturday ; did not hear Captain Graliam during 
that day give any orders to fire ; Captain Graliam was up witli the yeomen at the 
lime the first sliot was fired ; Alec. Jordan stood in the centre of the yeomanry 
when he Jordan first spoke to deponent, when deponent moved down towards the 
lowest end of the ranks near the pound. Jordan moved after deponent and said 
to Joe Hawkins, tlie butcher, who is a ycoinaii of the Enniscorthy corps resident 
now in Newtown Barry, will we have any firing to-day; when Hawkins said 
I Iiopc wc will, for satisfaction for what passed the other day. Hawkins was in 
hi.s own corps in his ranks facing tlie river at that time; Jordan had lelthis own 
corps and fell into the ranks of Joe Ilawkin, s’ corps ; deponent did not seethe 
yeomanry prodding any of the people with their bayonets ; the yeomanry liad their 
bayonets fixed ami their guns sloped on their shoulders ; the yeomanry of New- 
town Barry was next Newtown Barry ; when deponent saw Jordan going to level 
liim, he prayed to God wliethcr he would take it in at his face; deponent turned 
hi.s back and received it in bis shoulder. The Eniiiscorthy yeomanry were next 
to Eniiiscorthy when the first sliot was fired ; when deponent got into Kennedy’s 
field a man of the name of James Flaherty came to deponent; deponent first dis- 
covered where he was wounded when lying on the sod, after he recovered from 
throwing up blood ; Jordan fell into the rank.sofllic Eiiniscorthy corps before ho, 
Jordan fired ; deponent now recollects that he felt a little sting; when he heard 
the first shot, opened hU coat and waistcoat, put up his hand, and his finger went 
into the hole of the wound, and this on the spot where deponent was wounded; 
there was no country people standing near deponent at tlie time deiionent received 
the wound ; there was no one within six yards of deponent when he received the 
shot; did not know one in sight of deponent at the time; deponent heard no 
further conversation between Hawkins and Jordan than what deponent has 
already described ; did not hear bullets whiz ; there were others besides deponent 
within hearing of the conversation that took place between Jordan and Hawkins, 
which conversation deponent has already described.

Rev. Willidm Hickey, Rector of Kilconiiick, having been called by Counsellor 
Robinson, and being duly sworn : Saith, lives at Kilconnick, is a clergyman and 
a magistrate of the county of Wexford ; recollects Saturday the i8th instant ; was 
returning on that day from the county of Carlow, through Newtown Barry, on his 
way home ; met on said day a man with a gun in his hand. Hie gun appeared 
to deponent to be a musket rather under the ordinary size. Met this person 
a short distance on the Mysliall side of Kildavin, near a ford; entered into con- 

-342. D 2 versation 
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versatioii with this said person. Deponent asked him it' it wus trno wliat depunent 
had heard; that a .number of country people had l)i'en kilted at Newtown Uarry 
by the yeomanry or military ; deponent had heard this circumstance tVom ditlerent 
persons whom deponent had previously mot on tliu road. Oi'ponent stopped to 
water his horse, and during this time hud the ubovc-mentimied conversation vvitli 
this man. The man said it was true that several lives hail hi'cn lost, or words to 
tliat effect. Deponent then observed, is it possible that tlu; military body could 
have fired upon an unarmed peo|>lc ; the man said that they were unurnied'. De- 
ponent then inquired, are you certain ; did you see. it, or woi'ds t(> that effect. The 
man replied, did 1 not see them fall abo\it me. Deponent then oliscrved tliat it 
was a shocking matter, and that he, deponent, slundd go on. Deponent asked if 
tlie streets were very crowded with the soldiers or i)easantry ; the man said yes, 
and that the soldiery or yeomen were in Captain Gralmm’s yard, 'i'he man ad- 
vised deponent not to go into the town, as it was dangero\is ; (le[)om'iit said he 
was not afraid to go on. The Jiian ob.scrvcd, oh ! perhaps there is no dan"er of 
you. Deponent then on going awiiy asked the man if he Avas a yi’ouum, seeing 
tlie gun in his liand ; the man replied no, I am not, ami went on with tlu- man in 
whose company lie was. The person witli the gun appeared t-i be a smart well- 
dressed countryman, and a perfect stranger to deponent. 

Ry Mr. Costelloe : — Deponent conceived that he deponent was also a perfect 
stranger to the man with the gun. Deponent, from liis observation.^, thinks the 
Irish a shrewd intelligent people, not apt to jdace full confidence in .stranu-ers. 
Deponent thinks that if the man with the gun thouglit deponent not to belong to 
Ids own party he would put him, deponent, on the wrong scent. Erom the pre- 
yioiis question deponent had asked tiic man with tlie gun, deponent thinks it not 
improbable that the man raiglit have conceived, that deponent di.->upprovcd of the 
acts ;. with that impression on the man’s mind, deponent thinks it pos.sible that the 
man might have said that he was not a yeoman wlien lie wu.s, but depomml thinks 
the mail was telling the truth. Deponent supposes this cuiiver.-allou with the 
man was about three o’clock. Deponent does not think tliat the ludting of stones 
from an uuaimed body of men on an amiod one would besullicicnt lolustify tiic 
firing of the latter, unless in defence of life. 

By a Juror;— The man with the gun iuul not cro.ss belts on, or carlrid'm-bo.x. 
Deponent does not think it would be prudent for a yeoman at tliat time, after the 
occurrence at Newtown Barry to have been so far from Newtown Bari'y by him- 
self. Deponent thmk,s that if an armed Protestant, not a yeoman, who had not 
been not known to liave been in the affray, would not have run unv risk hv bein-r 
on the portion of the road on which deponent travelled. ' °

By (ajiin.sellor Robinson :--When deponent saw the stones throwing and falling 
among the yeomen, deponent was standing close to them ; that was at the end of 
the line nearest to Newtown Barry. At the time the stones were thrown, the 
yeomanry were not marching; the yeomen were in ranks across the road when 
the stones were thrown. Deponent was about 10 yards from Captain Graham 
when the stones were thrown. Deponent was standing on the centre of the road. 
(Japtain Graham was at the lower side of the road next the Slaney. Captain 
Gruluun was about seven yards from wbere the first shot was fired ; that shot was 
fired further from the town than where Captain Graham was ; deponent saw 
I.I1C [jcrsoii who fired that first shot. Immediately before the first shot was fired, 
deponent licard Captain Graham give the orders to fire; just at the moment 
the man who fired that first shot was within four or five yards of Captain Graham ; 
cannot <lcscribc how it was that Captain Graham gave the orders to fire; 
deponent beard Captain Graham give the orders to fire, and saw him when 
he was giving the orders to fire; the yeomanry were across the road at the 
time, some with their faces towards Newtown Barry, and others with their faces 
in diderent ways. Saw the police tlicre at the time; saw the corps on the 
road before the police. When Captain Graham gave the orders to fire he was 
on horseback, and bis horse’s head was facing down towards the pound ; Captain' 
Graham made use of more words than the word fire, but deponent only 
heard the word fire; Captain Graham spoke that out in a very loud voice; 
Captain Graham was on a stoop, with baud behind him, when he, Captain Graham 
gave the orders to fire ; Captain Graham leaned sideu ays when he gave the orders 
to fire; after the first .shot was fired, deponent cannot say what lime elapsed pre- 
viously to the firing ol' the other shots, at a very short space; the firing from the 
first to tlielastshot continued I'rom about six to eight minutes; deponent savvnodis- 
turbance at the time (hiptain Graham gave the orders to fire ; deponent heard no 
.shouting at tlie time the first shot was fired but the loud voice of the people ; the 
yeomen whose names deponent has mentioned belong to the Newtown Barry 
corps ; the Newtown Barry corps were; standing across the road at the time the 
cattle lel't the pound. At the time Captain Graham gave the orders to fire, the yeo- 
men were facing him. Captain Graham ; and one of the yeomen asked him. Captain 
Graham, if he. Captain Graham, would not give them leave to fire, as the crowd- 
were coming on them; cannot say what (^a[)tain Graham answered, but gave them 
orders at the same time to fire ; deponent was standing along with the yeomen at 
that time ; before that Radwcll had pulled deponent into the ranks ; after the 
first shot was fired, deponent wanted to run across the ditch, and it was then 
Radwell pulled him, deponent, into the ranks ; at this time deponent was standing 
in the ranks with the yeomen, with one at each side of him, deponent. After 
Captain Ciraham gave the orders to fire, and after the first shot bad been fired, 
Radwell pulled deponent into the ranks. After the first shot was fired, deponent 
was standing in the I’anks of the yeomen, Radwell at one side, and another 
yeoman at the other side of him, deponent ; deponent does not know his name ; 
deponent never left the yeomen until after the firing had ceased. At the time 
Captain Graham gave the orders, all the yeomen wheeled round towards the 
pound, facing the crowd ; deponent turned round witli the yeomen, and faced in 
the same direction with them. At this time the yeomen whom deponent has 
mentioned were some of them three, some of them four yards from deponent, in 
front of him, deponent, and others ; deponent could lay his hand on ; they were 
in front of him, deponent, and partly sideways. Upon getting the order to fire, 
the yeomen did not all fire at once ; some of them fired a short space of time 
before the rest, about a quarter of a minute. Of the seven persons whom 
deponent has mentioned, ^some of them fired together, some of them fired first; 
deponent saw distincUy all these persons, whom deponent has already named, 
five. Joe. Radwell was the farthest from deponent, in or about four or five 
yards. Saw no persons killed by these seven shots, The crowd were within 
about 10 yards when the first shot was fired, then they ran scattered through 
the fields and along the roads ; some of them were within fi'om 14 to 
20 yards distant from the yeomen at the time the other six shots were 
342. D 3 fired ; 
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fired ; deponent did not see Captain Gralinm after the first sliot was fired ■ did 
not look to see him ; deponent was too much frightened. After the first shot was 
fired, deponent saw no confusion, every man was ninning away ; deponent 
saw Rogan fail not long after the seven shots as above meutiuned ; deoonent 
saw Rogan advance about five paces. Moulton was at the Newtown Barry side 
of Rogan, behind him, Rogan ; both their faces were facing the river ; at the time 
Kogan fired, and was turning round to return into his ranks ; bloultoii shot liim 
beside the eye ; Moulton was within about six yards of Rogan when he, Moulton 
shot him. ’ 

By a Juror: — Knows the man who fired the. first shot; hi.s name is Alec 
Jordan ; Jordan fired the first shot, facing the street and towards the river- 
Jordan was standing at the river side of the road, when he, Jordan, fired the first 
shot ; knows some of the Newtown Barry yeomanry ; at the first commencement 
Captain Graham’s yeomen were next the pound ; some of Captain Graham’s 
yeomen were next Newtown Barry at the time llio lire comracneed; at the lime 
the cattle left the pound the Newtown Barry corp.s oamo up, and advanced 
a little ; does not know whether there were any other yeomen between Captain 
Graham’s corps at the Enniseortliy side of them ; the yeomen who fired were on

By Couiistdlor Robinson Deponent lives about five miles from Newtown 
Barry ; went titcrc ior the purpose of seeing tbe cant if it should n-o on ■ 
deponent says there was not a great deal of sliouting- at the time tlie stones were 
thrown ; dopoiient cannot say whether any of tlie stones struck the police or 
yeomanry; they came into their ranks when Cuptain Graham gave the order to 
fire, he was betwixt the yeomen and the pound, when the orders were given to 
fire ; deponent saw the yeomen turning to face the town ; deponent says the 
yeomen wove on the move to Newtown Barry, when the orders were given to 
lire ; Captain Graham was near about the oeiitro of the road, when ho gave orders 
to fire ; deponent was about seven yards from Captain Graliam ; deponent was 
further from the town than Captain Graham; Captain Ciraham’s horse was 
lacing the town when he gave the orders to fire; deponent heard Captain 
Graham say fire at them ; deponent licard Captain Graham say no other words ■ 
when Captain Graliam gave the orders to fire, he stooped his, Captain Graham’s 
head in the direction of liis horse's head, and the yeomanry ; Captain Graham 
gave the orders to lire in a good full voice ; Captain Graham was moving oir 
towards Newtown Barry at the time. 

By a Juror There were other words connected preceding the word fire, but 
deponent did not hear them, could not hear so as to distinguish.

John IP'alsh, sub-constable of police, of Mysliall, county Carlow, being duly 
sworn : Sailh, deponent attends in consequence of a summons. On Saturday the 
18th instant, deponent was at the pound of Newtown Barry, under command of 
Captain King, in charge of the cattle ; saw no rescue or attempt to rescue the 
cattle ; saw no immediate attempt, or attempt at all ; saw the people, a good many 
of the people, in the crowd pushing in on the police ; heard others of the people 
to cry out in the crowd “ Don’t blame the police, they must be here, it is the 
yeomen we blame,” or words to that effect; deponent did not see what occurred 
between the yeomen and the people; deponent heard Captain King cry out to 
his men, to be steady, police, and do not fire; Captain King said this several 
times. 

John JValsh. 

Richardson Briiton, of Scarawalsh, farmer, being duly sworn ; Saith, he holds 
near 40 acres of land ; was on the road near the pound of Newtown Barry on 
Saturday the 18th instant; saw the cattle in the custody of the police; saw no 
attcm[)t to rescue them ; deponent met the cattle and the police coming on the 
road from the pound ; deponent was on horseback, going homewards; deponent 
saw the yeomen and the people in the rear close together ; saw the yeomen trying 
to keep the people back with their bayonets; saw the yeomen keeping the people 
back by apparently sticking or prodding at them with their bayonets ; after that 
heard shots ; deponent heard the word fire given before deponent heard any 
shots ; does not know who gave that word fire ; saw and lieard stones thrown up 
in the air in the direction of the yeomen, which fell on their guns and bayonets ; 
deponent dismounted, knelt down on one knee, and stooped for self-preservation; 
when deponent heard the shots firing, saw a man fall about the breadth ol the 
road from him, deponent ; he was not making any aggression on police or yeomen.

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Deponent is positive the second man whom do[)ommt saw tall was smiiethinfr f.jp. 
tlier off; he, tlie second man, was on tlie move with his hack turned ; and tlic 
third man was running' away when he was shot; athirthis, deponent, M'hen he got 
an opportunity whilst they were reloading where deponent w:is, ilepiment stood 
up, put on his hat, moved up to part of the yeomanry between the mul of the 
pound, and looked towards the wood at the back ot the poiiml. Saw sliots fired 
after that, but saw no person fall ; by the directit)ns ot the guns, thinks he saw 
the persons who were bred at; these persons were in live act ut riuining away. 
Deponent is positive he saw some of the yeomen reload their guns three times, 
and discharge them ; saw no guns or firearms of any description with any of the 
people. 

By Counsellor Robinson : — After deponent got up he saw the yeomen ndoad and 
fire; thinks the firing continued more than five minutes; did not see the first 
sliot fired, beard it; appeared to come from amongst the yeomanry oi‘ police 
behind deponent: wlien deponent met the police with the. cattle, the jiolicc were 
first, Captain Richards’s yeomanry next them, Mr. Nuime and i\lr, Brett were 
farther from the town than Mr. Richards. The first shots that deponent heard 
fired were behind deponent, next the town, from the yeomen or [)olicc, cannot 
say which j the person who gave the word lire wa.s bdiind {le[)ouent; deponent 
heard the word fire distinctly given, heard no other word. 

By a Juror : — Deponent knows none of the yeomanry wlio reloaded on that day ; 
did not know any of the yeomanry who fired on that day ; the. people seemed to 
be wild in themselves, but deponent did not see any violence but the tin-owing of 
stones and shouting, as before staled. 

By a Juror — -At the time the yeomen and police were passing deponent he 
.was on his way towards home; they had not all pa.ssed depoiumt when the first 
shot was fired. The yeomen and police were clear of the pouml-liouse helbre the 
.first shot was fired; some of the people were between the yeomen and liu: pound- 
house ; is certain that the first shot was not fired at or near the pounddumse, as it 
.was fired from behind deponent ; the yeomen were close to the police, as dej)onejit 
saw Captain Richards, whom deponent knows; at the time deponent iir.st met 
them deponent did not see any ofiiccr mounted on lior.sclmck. Dejionent ihiiik.s 
he was eight perches from the pound at the time the first shot was fired.

James Colcloitgh^ labourer and carman, of Ballinvally, county Carlow, being duly 
sworn : Saith, he was at Newtown Barry on Saturday the i8th June instant” saw 
a good deal of what passed on that day ; left the town in or about two o’clock for 
home ; passed home through Kilclavin. In passing throu<rh Kihlavin WL'iit into 
Mr. Malone’s, at Kildavin, to tell him of the slaughter ; after leaving Mi'. Malone 
went into his brother’s house, a few perches beyond Kildavin. Deponent went 
into his brothers house for a gun ; the gun belonged to Ned Colcnian ; .said gun 
was lent to deponent by N. Coleman. - Deponent lent said gnu idiout a month 
before that to his brother, to shoot rabbits ; deponent’.s brotliei' having [lerinission, 
•as he told deponent, to shoot rabbits on Mr. Brownrigg’s property. Deponent 
wanted the gun to bring it home to protect himself from the Buyh’ys, who are 
yeomen of the Myshall corps, which said Bayley.s deponent saw at the pound on 
baiurday the i8th. I-Jcponent is evidence against the Bayleys, and i.s bound over 
0 p^seciite them at the Carlow Assizes, for firing shots, as deponent .supposes, at 
le Rev. rather Tierney, Roman Catholic clergyman, on that day’. Alter de- 
ponent left Ins brother’s house, he, deponent, met a gciuleman on horseback, 
whom be did not know, who entered into conversation with him, deiiom-nt. The 
gentleman stopped to water his horse, during which time the conversation took 
p ace. After the conversation the deponent proceeded home, and tlu; gentleninn 
went towai-ds Newtown Kariy. Tlie gentleman asked deiimienl liad deponent 
heard of tlie slighter at Newtown Barry, deponent replied ho Imd ; lie was 
ooKiiig at It ; Oil, the gentleman replied, “ sure it cannot bo possible that the 
yeomen opened firing on the people,” or words to that effect ; deponent .said it was 
den?: t ’ looking at it.

poiient says, he is not now afraid of the Bayleys, as he considers them settled.

Mr. Edward Malone, of Kildavin : Know.s James Colclough. Deponent is an 
extensive farmer ; on Saturday the i8th instant, James Colclough called at depo- 
nent s house, something after three o'clock' ; told deponent of the events that had 
taken place in Newtown Barry. James Colclough has a brother that lives between 
deponent s hou.se, and where James Colclough lives ; the deponent knows James 
Colclough s brother to be a great poacher and rabbit shooter; when said Col- 
clough came to deponent’s house ; Colclough had no gun with him. 

Edward Malone. 



Edward Szcaijne, duly sworn: Saith, he lives in Newtown Barry; is occa- 
sionally called upon to act as baiiifi’; was in Newtown Barry on Saturday the i8th 
instant ; wa.s given cattle in charge on that day, as a bailiff in Newtown Barry • 
brought up these cattle from the pound to Newtown Barry ; the cattle consisted of 
three heifers ; these cattle had been distrained for tithes due to the Ilev. Alexander 
M'Clintock. Mr. John Ralph, of Newtown Barry, gave deponent these cattle in 
charge to deponent. Jame.s Gregan was another bailiff employed in charge of 
said cattle. Mr. Ralph was with James Gregan and deponent when they brought 
the cattle up from the pound ; brought up the cattle to the town for the purpose of 
selling them for tithes ; Mr. Ralph desired them to turn the cattle down to the wall 
at the lower stdp of the street near the Slaney bridge ; deponent and Gregan did so. 
The cattle remained there not a long time ; there came a crowd of people down to 
where the cuttle wore standing, and a boy carrying a board with letters on it, and 
the boy cried out, “ Selling for tithe then Moses Doyle, of Ballyphillip, asked 
deponent to drive up the cattle to the street, deponent told Doyle, Mr. Ralph 
desired him to stand there with them ; Mr. Ralph was not with them at that time; 
there went then a parcel of boys down to the ^vall and drove up the cattle ; de- 
ponent then saw Mr. Ralph at Captain Graham’s gate ; deponent stopped the 
cattle and drove them towards Ca].)tain Graham’s wall; then the crowd gathered 
and rushed the cattle from the wall again ; the crowd took the cattle up the main 
street with them ; then deponent went to Mr. Ralph, who was at Captain Gra- 
ham’s gate, and told him the crowd had taken the cattle away with them ; 
I\lr. Ralph came out and walked hastily up after the cattle ; deponent could not 
see any more of the cattle for the crowd ; deponent at the time the crowd so rushed 
the cattle from the wall, they were making a great noise, but did not molest 
witnc,ss or any one else ; the crowd rushed the cattle from the wall and deponent 
against deponent’s consent ; when the crowd turned the cattle, deponent went for 
Mr. Ralph ; on the virtue of his oath the crowd took the cattle away from depo- 
nent forcibly. 

By Mr. Costelloe : — Deponent .says he has been a bailiff or sub-constable for the 
last 23 years ; for the above period deponent was a bailiff and process-server until 
the new appointment of process-servers; deponent has a great many relations 
among the yeomen ; deponent is above (io years of age; deponent never saw 
amove peaceable rescue, because there could be no resistance against such a 
crowd ; his comrade was there at the time of the rescue ; to deponent’s knowledge 
deponent did not see the crowd commit any violence but shouting; deponent 
heard Moses Doyle say that that was no place to sell the cattle, but to drive them 
up into the street. Deponent saith there was no blow struck or stone pelted at 
that time ; deponent heard and believed that the cattle were afterwards in posses- 
sion of the police ; deponent knows nothing of them after.
